oceans. Our 
oceans then were 
a defense in space 
against an assault 
employing t he 
modern weapons 
of that day. Today, however, science and 
modern methods of warfare have shrunk 
these defenses from an asset to a liability 
—a liability in that most of us still tend 
to think of our geographical location as 
our first line of defense. 

As our security has become less de 
pendent upon our geographical situation, 
so has our man-made means of defense 
become increasingly important. The 
Weapons of today are obsolete for tomor- 
row. This is by no means a statement of 
the inadequacy of scientific research but 
rather « declaration of fact which all 
must realize, Without our present sys- 
tem of investigation and experimentation 
our war effort would have been in vain 
and the present day instruments of war 
would not now be at our disposal. Each 
Step, each period of our advancement in 
the development of the science and means 
of warfare, has been due without excep- 
tion to the progressive results of our 
Scientific research.

Stronger Infantry Div. 
Urged in ETO Studies 


The General Board, which has been 
analyzing and evaluating the operations, 
equipment, techniques and organization 
of the United States Army in the Euro- 
pean Theater, is expected to complete its 
studies on or about 31 Jan. 

Among the most important evaluations 
and recommendations of the Board are 
those concerning Infantry, Armored and 
Airborne divisions and their places in the 
post-war Army. An exhaustive study of 
the missions and organization of the post- 
war Army has been made in the light of 
experiences in Europe. In the campaign 
in this theater many different types of 
fighting were done and a large variety of 
obstacles met, hence the value of the 
Board’s findings and recommendations. 

It is understood that the former Patch 
Board, reconvened in Washington under 
the leadership of Lt. Gen. William H. 
Simpson, Second Army Commander, has 
also completed additional studies re- 
quired by General of the Army Eisen- 
hower. This board also studied the 
picture of reorganization in the post-war 
Army and since reconvening has gathered 
comment and suggestions of field com- 
manders. 

The General Board, convened 17 June, 
1945, was given the original mission to 
“prepare an analysis of the campaign in 
the European Theater, and to formulate 
such theater recommendations or addi- 
tions to current publications which an- 
nounce approved United States Army 
(groung and air) and naval tactical doc- 
trines, techniques, organization and 
equipment as are indicated by a review 
of all pertinent available information on 
the integrated ground, air and Navy oper- 
ations in the European Theater.” 


Headed by Gen. Allen 

Maj. Gen. Leven C. Allen is the present 
president of the General Board. General 
Jacob L. Devers, present commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, was 
the first president and Lt. Gen. Leonard 
T. Gerow served as his deputy. Upon Gen- 
eral Devers assumption of his present 
command on 4 July General Gerow was 
assigned and presided until 7 Oct. when 
the late General George S. Patton, jr., 
took over as president. 

The task of compiling, evaluating and 
preparing all the data involved has been 
accomplished in a little over six months. 
Practically every phase of the campaign 
in Europe has been examined and recom- 
mendations made accordingly. More than 
200 separate studies have been made but 
many have been combined to leave a total 
of 126 complete subjects covered. In addi- 
tion to the 300 officers working on the 
board, all with combat experience, other 
experts have been consulted to insure ac- 
curacy and completeness.

Post-War Navy-Marine 
Promotions Studied 


A post-war policy governing promotion 
and retirement of regular officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps is being formu- 
lated by a 23-man board headed by Rear 
Adm. Francis 8. Low, USN, and is ex- 
pected to submit its recommendations by 
1 April 1946. 

The Board’s report, to be submitted to 
the Chief of Naval Personnel, also will 
include a plan for the adjustment of the 
lineal positions of regular officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps. This plan would 
be effective upon the termination of all 
temporary appointments, as the vast ma- 
jority of officers now serving in the Navy 
hold their present rank under temporary 
appointment. 

Of the 23-man comprising the board, 14 
are regular Navy officers, three are regu- 
lar Marine Corps officers, five are Naval 
Reserve officers, and one is a civilian con- 
sultant, Frank J. Schuyler. 

Commo. James K. Vardaman, Nava! 
Aide to President Truman; Capt. Harold 
E. Stassen, former staff member of Adm. 
William F. Halsey, jr.’s Third Fleet, and 
Comdr. James E. VanZandt, former Penn- 
sylvania Congressman, are three of the 
five Naval Reserve officers serving.

Gen. Larkin Named QMG 


Maj. Gen. Thomas B. Larkin, whose 
permanent grade is colonel, Corps of En- 
gineers, was nominated this week by Pres- 
ident Truman to be The Quartermaster 
General of the Army succeeding Lt. Gen. 
Edmund B. Gregory. 

While there was considerable discus- 
sion aroused by the failure to appoint a 
Qvartermaster officer to head the Corps, 
the action is not without precedent, it 
being recalled that in 1930 Lt. Gen. John 
L. DeWitt, then a colonel of Infantry, 
was selected to head the Quartermaster 
Corps as a major general. 

Actually, so widespread have been the 
duties of the Quartermaster Corps in the 
prosecution of the war and so great its 
responsibilities that 51 general ofticers 
have been appointed to carry on its work. 

General Gregory, who recently was 
appointed Director of the War Surplus 
Assets Corporation, is still an active 
officer of the Army, but it is said he prob- 
ably will retire next June. He went over 
the new Agency last month, since which 
time Maj. Gen. Clifford Lee Corbin, As- 
sistant QMG, has been Acting The QMG. 

Also included among the nominations 
this week were three new assistants to 
the QMG, (all selected from among the 
corps) as follows.

He 
was aide-de-camp to General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur when the latter was 
Chief of Staff of the Army and he went 
with him as Assistant Military Adviser 
when General MacArthur became Mili- 
tary Adviser to the Philippine Common- 
wealth. In this war, after working on 
the initial planning which led to the 
creation of the Special Services Branch, 
of which he was the first Executive Offi- 
cer, he served with General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower throughout the 
campaigns in North Africa, Sicily, Italy, 
and Europe. He now heads the Military 
Personnel Division, Office of the Ad- 
juiant General.

Reserve Retirements 

After conferences with representatives 
of the National Guara Association and 
the Reserve Officers Association, Repre- 
sentative Overton Brooks (D. La.) a 
member of the House Military Committee, 
this week introduced a bill, HR 5204, 
providing non-disability retirement pay- 
ments for reserve personnel of the land 
and sea forces. 

The bill sets up an “honorary” retired 
list, members of which may be paid a 
maximum of 60 percent of the pay of the 
highest grade they held on active or in- 
active duty provided they have served at 
least two years on active duty out of a 
total of 20 years active and inactive serv- 
ice and that they have reached the age of 
60 years. 

Representative Brooks told the Army 
and Navy Journal yesterday that it is 
his intention to press for committee ac- 
tion on his bill at the earliest possible 
moment. 


Salient extracts from its provisions 
follow: 


“There shall be placed on such honorary 
retired list the names of any officer, warrant 
officer, or enlisted man of the reserve com- 
ponent of the land and naval forces of the 
United States who has served for a period of 
not less than twenty years and has been 
honorably separated therefrom. 

“Any person whose name is borne on the 
honorary retired list established by this Act, 
and who is not eligible for retirement under 
any other Federal law, who has reached the 
age of sixty years and who has not less than 
twenty years duty including active and inac- 
tive duty, Federal and non-Federal, of which 
not less than two years have been active Fed- 
eral duty, and who requests that his name be 
placed on such list, shall be paid retired pay 
at the rate of 2 per centum of active-duty 
base pay, including longevity pay, in the 
highest grade attained and _ satisfactorily 
maintained by him during any period of ac- 
tive and inactive duty, Federal and non-Fed- 
eral, multiplied by a number equal to his 
number of years of active and inactive duty, 
both Federal and non-Federal, or by thirty, 
whichever may be the lesser.” 





Suspend Death Sentences 
By Executive Order, 19 Jan., President 
Truman restored, except in occupied ter- 
ritories, the regulation which prevents 
courts martial from imposing the death 
sentence in cases involving desertion, aid- 
ing or advising another to desert, absence 
without leave and misbehavior of senti- 
nels. 
The action restores limitations sus- 
pended by the President 9 Nov. 1942.

Gen. Malcolm C. Grow has been 
appointed Air Surgeon, succeeding Maj. 
Gen. David N. W. Grant who retired ear- 
lier this month. 





Preserve Temporary Seniority 

In order to preserve the seniority of 
temporary general officers over all other 
officers who have not been so promoted, 
the War Department has adopted a policy 
of back-dating the commissions of former 
generals when they are reduced in grade. 

In all cases of reductions thus far made 
public, the officers so reduced have been 
made colonels and their commissions as 
svch dated back to 1935 which makes 
them rank any other colonels who have 
not had service in the advanced rank of 
general officer. In addition, the commis- 
sions of the former generals are so datel 
that they will rank among themselves in 
the same relative rank they held while 
they were generals. 

All former generals whose permaneat 
grades were lieutenant colonel or below 
apparently are being advanced to tem 
porary colonels with back-dated commis- 
sions. Those who are permanent coloneis 
are having their rank set back to 1935 
“for the duration and six months.” 

If selection from the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel to colonel should be approved, 
it. too, would most likely be used to pre- 
serve the war seniority of former gen- 
erals. 





16 and 20 Year Retirements 


Although a report was asked before the 
Christmas holidays, the War Denpart- 
ment, up to late yesterday, had failed to 
advise the Senate Military Committee 
whether or not it approves the extension 
to the Army of the Navy's proposed 16 
and 20 year retirement for enlisted per- 
sonnel. 

The bill, S. 1488. sets up a 16 year re- 
tirement and a 20 year retirement with 
better pay for the Navy. In the House 
the bill was amended to extend its provi- 
sions to the Army. Back in the Senate it 
was decided to ask the War Denartment’s 
opinion before accepting the House 
amendment or asking for a conference. 
Some members fear that the War Denpart- 
ment’s delay presages an adverse report, 
but there is no confirmation of this. 





Navy Decorations Board 

The Navy Department yesterday Aii- 
nounced appointment of a Roard of TRe- 
view for Decorations and Medals to be 
headed by Admiral Frederick J. Horne, 
USN, and with a membership of Regu!ar 
and Reserve officers of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps. and Coast Guard. 

The Board, it was announced, is to pre- 
vent any oversight, iniustices, or omis- 
sions in the presentation of award? fo 
officers and enlisted men of the three sea 
services. 





Restore Marriage Ban 

The War Department has directed that 
“in ease any second lieutenant commis- 
sioned in the Army after 1 July 1949, 
marries within 1 year subsequent to the 
date of his original commission, such mar- 
riage will he considered cause for the 
revocation of his commission.” 

This is a restoration of the policy 
which had heen in effect a short while he- 
fore the beginning of the war. The 1949 
date was set in order not to affect any of 
the cadets now in the Academy.

Reorganize Medical Dept. 
Plans for a sweeping reorganization of 
the post-war Medical Department were 
outlined to Congress this week by Maj. 
Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, who appeared before 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee in 
opposition to a House-passed bill to es- 
tablish an Optometry Corps. 

Key point in the proposed moderniza- 
tion of the Army’s medical set-up is the 
establishment of a new auxiliary corps 
to be known as the “Medical Service 
Corps,” which would replace the Sani- 
tary, Medical Administrative, and Phar- 
macy Corps, and consist of officers with 
scientific specialties or administrative 
training qualified, as General Kirk ex- 
plained, to supplement the Medical Corps. 

The Surgeon General said that the new 
corps would include Optometrists. In 
spite of assurances by General Kirk that 
legislation would be submitted for the 
establishment of the new corps, represent- 
atives of the American Optometric Asso- 
ciation urged the committee to approve 
the bill as passed by the House. The com- 
mittee, however, took no final action. 

General Kirk also said that the Depart- 
ment has under consideration a plan to 
establish a Women’s Service Corps to sup- 
plement the Army Nurse Corps and to in- 
clude dieticians, physiotherapists, and 
other women’s medical activities. 

The Army Surgeon General also told 
the committee that he believes there 
should be a merger of the Army and Navy 
medical activities. He revealed that joint 
procurement of medical supplies already 
has been going on for nine months. 





Coordinate Intelligence 


A central coordinating body to be 
known as the National Intelligence Au 
thority was created 22 Jan. by Presi- 
dential directive. 

The new organization will serve as 4 
clearing-house for information gathered 
by the intelligence branches of the State, 
War and Navy Departments, with a view 
toward eliminating duplication between 
the agencies which have heretofore op- 
erated in secret independent of each 
othey. 

At the same time President Truman ap 
pointed Rear Adm. Sidney W. Souers, 
USNR, as Director of Central Intelli- 
gence, and designated Fleet Admiral Wil- 
liam D. Leahy to represent the White 
House on the Authority. ' 

Existing intelligence staffs and thelt 
functions will continue to operate as 10 
the past, but the Authority will assure Cc 
ordination of “top-level” intelligence for 
ail three services and the White House.

Temporary Officer Instructors, a Board 
of Consultants appointed by the Secre- 
tary of War has submitted a set of far- 
reaching recommendations concerning the 
policies to govern the operation of the U. 
S. Military Academy. 

The Board believes West Point should 
be an undergraduate institution on the 
college level, giving a common 4year 
course to all cadets, and that specializa- 
tion should be gained as postgraduate 
work at special service schools. The Board 
agreed unanimously with a statement of 
Lt. Gen. Troy H. Middleton, a member 
of the Board, that “You have gone a little 
too far away from the academic side in 
order to enlarge upon the military con- 
ception of the course. I do not believe 
that you can, in 4 years, turn out a well- 
educated man, the way I think he should 
be educated, and, I am sure as you pro- 
fessors here feel he should be educated, 
and at the same time equip a man who 
can take his place as a proficient Second 
Lieutenant in this complex army. He has 
got to do postgraduate work in these spe- 
cial service schools.” 

Commenting on the suggestions of the 
post-war committee of the Board, the 
Board remarked: “It is the observation 
and opinion of the Board that more free 
time for the cadets is desirable and that 
the military instruction given the cadets 
during the academic year includes ma- 
terial not necessary to conform with the 
mission of the Academy to provide a 
broad basic military education. It is 
therefore recommended that more free 
time be gained during the academic year 
at the expense of a material reduction 
jn Practical Military Training. The 
Board is explicitly opposed to securing 
any additional free time for cadets at the 
expense of the academic curriculum.” 


Balance Course 

Continuing, the report suggested that 
there should be a satisfactory balance be- 
tween military and academic and between 
scientific and liberal subjects. 

The report approved the offering of a 
choice among several foreign languages 
with concentration by each student on 
some one language so that he may attain 
reasonable proficiency in that language. 
Also approved was the transfer of Chem- 
istry to the Department of Physics. 

In considering the development of the 
Faculty, the report endorsed the sugges- 
tion for the creation of the position of 
Dean of the Academic Board but recom- 
mended the deletion of the provision that 
the selected Dean must have served 5 
years as head of a department and have 
a reasonable length of time to serve at 
the time of his appointment, claiming that 
this would be unnecessarily restrictive 
upon the judgment of the Superintendent. 
The report stated that the Dean should 
have the rank of brigadier general so as 
to place him on a par with the Comman- 
dant of Cadets “who is the head of the 
nilitary training side of the Academy.” 

The report recommends that there shall 
be 10 additional permanent professors, in 
addition to the present 9, to be placed in 
departments to be determined by the 
Superintendent. The opinion is stated 
that this would be in the interests of 
good instruction and administration and 
would allow greater flexibility in the ex- 
ecutive work of the departments by per- 
mitting the executives to participate in 
associated educational activities at West 
Point and elsewhere, and that it would 
result in the “invigoration of the whole 
program.” In the opinion of the Board, 
the added professors should have the 
Same prerogatives and emoluments as ex- 
isting professors have, with the modifica- 
tion that all professors be promoted at 
the end of 3 years to full colonels if not 
Sooner promoted by statute. 


Navy and Coast Guard Exchanges 

Recommended was the suggestion that 
selected instructors should have post- 
graduate training, the whole tour of duty, 
including postgraduate training, to cover 
not more than 4 years, and that these in- 
structors Should be selected with care as 
~ quality and ability, making sure of a 
valanced staff by selecting some army 
personnel as teachers who have had ex- 
oe In civilian institutions or in ci- 
rs lan business life. An added recommen- 
ation was that there should be an ex- 





change of instructors with the Naval 
Academy, the Coast Guard Academy, and 
selected civilian institutions. 

For admission to West Point, the Board 
recommends that satisfactory completion 
of the educational program of an accred- 
ited secondary school or its equivalent 
be the pre-requisite, and that 3% units 
of mathematics, including % unit of solid 
geometry or trigonometry, preferably 
solid geometry, be included in the en- 
trance requirements. In the belief of the 
Board this would reduce the losses in the 
student body due to academic failure. 

Another of the recommendations was 
that members of Congress should continue 
to designate 4 appointees but without des- 
ignation as to the principal or alternate, 
leaving it to the Academic Board to make 
the selection, it being the opinion of the 
Board that this will improve the quality 
of the new cadets. 

Referring to the monthly pay of $65 
to the cadets, the Board recorded its opin- 
ion that as there has been no increase 
in their pay in many years, and as there 
has been an increase in the cost of cloth- 
ing, equipment, services and supplies 
since the present allowance was fixed, 
there should be an increase in pay in 
keeping with the present costs. 


Superintendent’s Comments 

In an indorsement of the report to the 
Secretary of War, the Superintendent of 
the Academy approved the need of addi- 
tional permanent professors but suggested 
that intended legislation would add 11, 
making a total of 20, and that the addi- 
tional 10 would not be requested until the 
11 are added and their effect has been 
evaluated. He recorded his opinion that 
promotion of professors to full colonel 
after 3 years is too rapid, but that the 
present requirement of 10 years as a lieu- 
tenant colonel is too slow. The Superin- 
tendent is to make a separate recommen- 
dation on this point. 

Also approved in the indorsement was 
the idea of previous details at service 
schools for those selected to become in- 
structors, with one year of preparation 
and 3 years of duty at West Point. The 
Superintendent recorded his opinion that 
the Air Force policy in this matter, now 
one year of preparation and two years 
at the Academy, should be changed to 
1 and 3. 

Agreeing with the suggestion of the 
Board on the subject of the selection and 
exchange of instructors, the Superintend- 
ent recommended that civilians appointed 
as instructors be given temporary com- 
missions. 

Although approving the change in en- 
trance requirements, the Superintendent 
counselled delay in this until further con- 
sideration can be given to it “so as not to 
exclude some desirable candidates.” 


Pay of Cadets 

Also approved by the Superintendent 
were the recommendations of the Board 
on the subjects of appointment of candi- 
dates and the pay of cadets, stating that 
data are being submitted to the Inter- 
Departmental Pay Board justifying the 
pay increase suggested. 

The Superintendent made the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

(a) That the War Department approve all 
recommendations of the Board of Consultants 
with the exception that the Superintendent 
be required to submit separate recommenda- 
tions and justification at such time as he sees 
fit for: 

(1) Additional professors beyond 20 as well 
as legal modifications in regard to the ap- 
pointment and promotion of professors. 

(2) Changes in entrance requirements. 

(b) That the War Department initiate the 
necessary action for calling civilian teachers 
to the faculty and the commissioning of them. 

(c) That the War Department invite the 
members of Congress to carry out the ap- 
pointment suggestion. 

(d) That the War Department approve a 
tour of duty at West Point of not less than 
3 years for instructors, exclusive of post 
graduate study. 

(e) That provisions be made for instructors 
to be sent to civilian institutions for post 
graduate study.

President Sets $111 Billion 
For Services 

A total of $11,600,000,000, for the armed 
forces—$4,500,000,000 for the Navy and 
$7,100,000,000 for the Army—was esti- 
mated by President Truman as necessary 
to meet the requirements of the military 
for the coming fiscal year. 

The President’s estimate was contained 
in his message to Congress on the State 
of the Union and transmitting the Bud- 
get for 1947, presented to the legislative 
branch on 21 Jan. The War Department 
estimate includes land-based air forces 
‘along with the ground and service forces. 
The total figure represents one-third of 
the entire budget estimate as compared 
with four-fifths for the late war years. 

In explaining his estimate for the 
armed forces the Chief executive said that 
the fiscal year 1947 will see a continu- 
ance of war liquidation and occupation. 
During this period, he said, we shall also 
lay the foundation for our peacetime sys- 
tem of national defense. The President 
said that for the fiscal year 1947 it is esti- 
mated, tentatively, that expenditures for 
war liquidation, for occupation, and for 
national defense will be reduced to 15 bil- 
lion dollars. The War and Navy Depart- 
ments, he said, are expected to spend 13 
billion dollars; expenditures of other 
agencies, such as the United States Mari- 
time Commission, the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration, and the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, and payments to the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration are estimated at 3 billion 
dollars. 

President Truman admitted that the ex- 
penditure of 15 billion dollars for war 
liquidation, occupation, and national de- 
fense is a large sum for a year which be- 
gins 10 months after fighting has ended. 
It is he said, ten times our expenditures 
for defense before the war and it 
amounts to about 10 per cent of our ex- 
pected national income. 

The estimate, the President said, re- 
flects the immense job that is involved in 
winding up a global war effort and 
stresses the great responsibility that vic- 
tory has placed upon this country. 

“The large expenditures needed for our 
national defense emphasize the great 
scope for effective organization in fur- 
thering economy and efficiency,” the Pres- 
ident said. “To this end I have recently 
recommended to the Congress adoption 
of legislation combining the War and 
Navy Departments into a single Depart- 
ment of National Defense.” 

The President declared that in the fis- 
cal year 1947 the strength of our armed 
forces will still be above the ultimate 
peacetime level. War and Navy Depart- 
ment requirements, he said, indicate a 
strength of about 2 million in the armed 
forces a year from now. This, he said, 
is necessary to enable the United States 
to do its share in the occupation of ene- 
my territories and in the preservation of 
peace in the troubled world. Expenditures 
for pay, subsistence, travel, and miscel- 
laneous expenses of the armed forces, ex- 
cluding mustering-out pay, he said, are 
estimated at 5 billion dollars. 

Warning that cessation of active cam- 
paigning does not mean that we can com- 
pletely disband our fighting forces, the 
President said that the nation still has 
the task of clinching the victories we have 
won—of making certain that Germany 
and Japan can never again wage aggres- 
sive warfare, that they will not again 
have the means to bring on another world 
war. 

“Our national safety and the security 
of the world will require substantial 
armed forces, particularly in overseas 
service,” the president said, adding that 
“at the same time it is imperative that 
we relieve those who have already done 
their duty, and that we relieve them as 
fast as we can.” 

The Chief Executive revealed that the 
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Army has obtained nearly 400,000 volun- 
teers in the past four months, and the 
Navy has obtained 80,000. Eighty per cent 
of these volunteers for regular service, 
he said, have come from those already 
with the colors. 

In ease the campaign for volunteers 
does not produce the number required, the 
President said, it will be necessary by 
additional legislation to extend the Selec- 
tive Service Act beyond 16 May. That, he 
said, is the only way it will be possible 
to get the men and bring back our vet- 
erans. 

The permanent ground and air estab- 
lishment, its manner of recruitment, its 
relationship to the National Guard, the 
creation of a reserve, and the cost of all 
these things, have been left to the spring 
message which it is understood will de- 
termine the suggested division of the 
$7,100,000,000 tentative allotment as be- 
tween ground and air forces. 

With respect to the occupation of ene- 
my countries, the President said that for 
the first time in history the legal culpa- 
bility of war makers is being determined. 
The trials now in progress in Nurnberg 
—and those soon to begin in Tokyo— 
bring before the bar of international jus- 
tice those individuals who are charged 
with the responsibility for the sufferings 
of the past six years. 


Transfer to Regular USMC 


Marine Corps Headquarters has pub- 
lished a summary of the latest draft of 
the tentative regulations for the trans- 
fer of Reserve and Temporary officers to 
the Regular Marine Corps. 

The new draft supersedes that sum- 
marized in the 27 Oct. issue of the Army 
AND Navy JourNaL. As in the previous 
draft, officers of the rank of lieutenant 
colonel or above are eligible for transfer 
regardless of age. The new draft pro- 
vides that officers of the rank of major 
or below whose permanent status is com- 
missioned warrant officer or warrant of- 
ficer, USMC, are eligible regardless of 
age. Others of the rank of major or below 
are eligible if on 1 Jan., 1945, they shall 
not have attained the age shown in a 
revised age table. 

In application, rank held by spot ap- 
pointment is disregarded and the rank 
referred to is the one that would be held 
if the spot appointment had not been 
given. 

Where an officer is promoted after 1 
Oct., 1945, to date from or prior to 1 
Oct., 1945, the rank as of 1 Oct., 1945, 
is the rank to which promoted. 

In the cases of applicants who resigned 
from the service prior to 1 Oct., 1945, the 
rank governing age is the rank in which 
serving on effective date of resignation. 
In cases of those who were on terminal 
leave or assigned to inactive duty prior 
to 1 Oct., 1945, the rank governing age 
is that held on 1 Oct., 1945, or that in 
which serving at time of release to inac- 
tive duty, if such rank is higher. 

The new age table, showing present 
rank as of 1 Oct., 1945, dates of present 
rank and age, is as follows: 5

It is explained in the Headquarters di- 
rective that the above table is based on 
the following facts and principles: 

On entry into the service as second lieu- 
tenants, present permanent Regulars ap 
pointed from civil life and from the Na- 
val Academy, the principal sources, were 
from 20 to 24 years of age, inclusive, 
hence the average age at entry was 22. 
One year after entry the average age 
of a given group has increased to 23, two 
years after entry to 24, etc. 

Physical and other requirements remain 
virtually the same. The new summary of 
tentative regulations is set forth in Let- 
ter of Instruction No. 1204.

(Continued from First Page) 
fantry division were insufficient in 
strength and general composition to in- 
sure the division’s ability to conduct oper- 
ations independently with maximum ef- 

ficieny. 

In the report on the Infantry division 
an impressive list of combat commanders 
was consulted and their reports and rec- 
ommendations carefully studied. General 
Patton and General Allen were two of 
the principal consultants and were joined 
by the commanding generals of the Ist, 
83rd, 26th, 36th, 71st, 79th, 83rd, 84th, 
90th, 94th, 100th and 102nd Infantry and 
the 3rd and 4th Armored Divisions. In 
addition, commanders of the IV, XX and 
XXIII Corps, the 29th Infantry and Ist 
and 12th Armored Divisions were ques- 
tioned. Eight brigadier generals, 25 colo- 
nels and many junior officers also offered 
their experiences and recommendations. 


Recommend Organic Additions 

“The Infantry division,” the Army 
field manual on operations states, “is the 
basis of organization of the field forces. 
It is the smallest unit that is composed 
of all the essential ground arms and serv- 
ices, and which can conduct, by its own 
means, operations of general importance.” 

During the campaign in Europe, Infan- 
try divisions had tank, tank destroyer, 
medium artillery, anti-aircraft artillery 
and engineer units habitually attached. 
The fact that these organizations were 
not organic parts of the division definite- 
ly limited the extent to which the division 
could operate independently. This point 
was the one most strongly voiced by the 
consultants and one of the most impor- 
tant changes they recommended was the 
addition of units of this type to the In- 
fantry division. 





Find Command Satisfactory 
The command and general staff organi- 
zation of the division was found to be 
satisfactory. It was recommended that 
the Ordnance and Quartermaster units 
should be increased in size because the 
service units were deficient in men and 
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equipment to adequately supply the com- 
bat elements. 

It was found that Infantry divisions 
operating in the European Theater fought 
practically every type of action and met 
almost every type of obstacle. In the 
main, it was decided, the divisions func- 
tioned well and the weaknesses of their 
structure were not of sufficient impor- 
tance to spell the difference between suc- 
cess and failure but were responsible for 
keeping the efficiency below maximum. 

Would Drop Anti-Tank Company 

The best anti-tank weapon was found 
to be another tank. Therefore, the Board 
recommends that the anti-tank company 
be done away with and replaced with a 
tank unit. 

In the Infantry regiment, the present 
model 105mm. cannon was found to be 
unsatisfactory, although the close sup- 
port rendered by organically assigned 
cannon was held to be necessary. A self- 
propelled howitzer was recommended as 
a replacement for the present type can- 
non. 

It is understood that the findings and 
recommendations of the General Board 
are being forwarded direct to the War 
Department. While they may not furnish 
an absolutely complete picture, having 
been based upon operations in a single 
theater, the operations in the European 
Theater were so diverse that opinions 
formed there probably will have great 
weight in shaping the post-war Army or- 
ganization. 


C. and GS. School 


The Second Command Class of the 
Command and General Staff School, Fort 
Leavenwotth, Kans., is scheduled to be- 
gin 1 March for the purpose of providing 
common training for selected Air, Ground 
and Service Forces officers for higher 
command and for duty on the staffs of 
higher echelons. 

It was learned that the present series 
of general staff and command courses will 
be discontinued upon completion of the 
27th general staff class and the 2nd com- 
mand class respectively, for the purpose 
of reorganization in preparation for post- 
war courses. 

The post-war courses are tentatively 
scheduled to commence next September. 
Details of such courses have not been an- 
nounced by the War Department but will 
be published in official directives in the 
future. 
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U. S. Zone Constabulary 


Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, commander 
U. S. Forces European Theater, has ap- 
proved plans for the establishment of a 
U. 8S. Zone Constabulary in Germany, to 
be made up largely of soldiers who have 
signed up for reenlistment in the Regular 
Army. 

Gen. Lucian K. Truscott, commander 
Third Army, has been given the responsi- 
bility of organizing the initial constabu- 
lary Headquarters, which will include a 
Constabulary Commander and a nucleus 
Staff. This will be completed within a 
few days, it is understood. 

The proposed Constabulary represents 
a radical change in the philosophy of the 
occupation, substituting a smaller, highly 
trained, mobile force for the previcus 
blanket occupation by combat divisions. 
The major purpose is to conserve troops, 
and, at the same time, carry out the oc- 
cupation in the most efficient manner. 

The mission of the Constabulary, ac- 
cording to the plan, will be to maintain 
general military security and to assist 
in the accomplishment of the objectives 
of Military Government in the occupied 
zones of Germany and Austria by means 
of an active patrol system, prepared to 
take prompt and effective action to fore- 
stall and suppress riots, rebellion and 
acts prejudicial to the security of the U. 
S. Occupational Forces. 

It is planned that the officer and en- 
listed Troopers provided for the Zone 
Constabulary will be high caliber person- 
nel, reenlistees insofar as is possible. 
Among the _ tentative requirements: 
height of not less than 5 feet 7 inches; 
weight not less than 140 Ibs. ; vision good 
(without glasses); build well-knit; 
strong, erect and well-proportioned ; con- 
dition strong, tough and enduring; with 
loyalty, co-operativeness, conscientious- 
ness and adaptability. 


The Zone Constabulary is expected to 
start its function as a completely inte- 
grated organization by 1 July. It will 
be composed of approximately 36,000 of- 
ficers and enlisted men under the com- 
mand of an Army Commander, except for 
such constabulary units as are assigned 
to other major commands such as U. S 
Forces in Austria who will also com- 
mand a Combat Mobile Reserve of three 
Infantry Divisions. It is proposed that 
the organization will be composed of 
Zone Constabulary HQ and three Con- 





stabulary Brigade headquarters, 12 
Groups, and 35 Squadrons, comprised of 
five Reconnaissance Troops and a Head- 


quarters and Service Troop. 

A tentative training program has been 
prepared covering a period of thirteen 
weeks. The training program is expected 
to be initiated by March or April 1946. 
Also in preparation is an interim hand- 
book to be available 1 Feb. for the Con- 
stabulary Trooper. This will include all 
data necessary to assist him in the ae. 
complishment of his duties. 

A tentative communications plan has 
been developed by the Chief Signal of- 
ficer which utilizes radio, telephone and 
telegraph. 

Although detailed coordination of the 
Zone Constabulary with other interested 
agencies has not yet been fully formn- 
lated, it is suggested in the plan that 
close cooperation be established between 
the Constabulary and such organizations 
as the Military Police, German Civil 
Police, Public Safety Branch OMG (1. 
S. Zone) and most particularly, the CIC. 
It is expected that the activities of the 
constabulary and the CIC will be mu 
tually complementary. 


R.O.A. Convention 

The Reserve Officers Association fol- 
lowing a meeting held recently in Wash- 
ington decided to hold their first annual 
post war convention at the Congress 
Hotel, Washington, D. C., beginning 31 
May through 3 June, headquarters ap- 
nounced this week. 

Conventions delegates will hold elec- 
tions for permanent Association officers 
and the agenda will include among other 
things reiteration of policies with respect 
to pending legislation. Topping the legis- 
lative picture will be discussions on H.R. 
5204, a bill to provide retirement pay of 
reserve and national guard officers who 
have not been disabled as a result of com- 
bat action, but who nevertheless have 
served periods of active service in the 
armed forces. 








Honor Lt. Huling 
Col. John Huling, jr., Ord. Dept., USA, 
and Mrs. Huling have received the Silver 
Star and Purple Heart awarded posthu- 


mously to their son Lt. John W. Huling, 
CBE, USA, who died in action 5 April in 
Germany. 


The award was made by Col. Ralph E. 
Powell, representing the commanding 
general of the Ninth Service Command, 
at special ceremonies held at the Navajo 
Ordnance Depot, Ariz. 

Lieutenant Huling, who was graduated 
from the U. S. Military Academy in 14, 
was killed by machine gun fire in the bat 
tle of the Ruhr pocket where he served 
with Company A, 12th Engineer Combat 
Battalion, 8th Infantry Division with 
“outstanding leadership, courage and de 
votion to duty.”

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Scrapping of Ships 

Objecting that scrapping of some ships 
and suspension of construction of other 
ships now included in the authorized 
strength of the post-war Navy would not 
be in the interest of economy and ef- 
ficiency, the House Naval Committee this 
week unanimously requested Reconstruc- 
tion Director John W. Snyder to recon- 
sider his directive to the Navy Depart- 
ment to cancel construction of 37 ships. 

Pointing out that all but 2 of the ships 
suggested for scrapping are over 50 per 
cent completed, the chairman said that 
there would be nothing to show for the 
money ($114,000,000) already invested in 
them, and expressed it as his belief that 
neither Congress nor the people would 
stand for their not being completed. In 
his opinion even those 39 té 49 per cent 
completed should be retained. 

At the suggestion of the committee, Mr. 
E. T. Cummings, the representative of the 
Reconversion Director, agreed to restudy 
the order of the Director and the facts 
presented by the committee and report to 
the committee at a meeting set for 30 Jan. 





Navy Promotions Effected 

President Truman on 15 Jan, approved 
the temporary promotion to the next 
higher rank of all commissioned and war- 
rant officers of the active list, Regular 
Navy, Naval Reserve, Regular Marine 
Corps and Marine Corps Reserve, includ- 
ing Women’s Reserve of both services, 
whose temporary promotions were pre- 
viously authorized and not subsequently 
effected, having been withheld by reason 
of physical disability or disqualification, 
under hospital treatment, on sick leave 
or sick list, or awaiting action of a Naval 
Retiring Board. 

The promotion includes those on ter- 
minal leave. Physical requirements set 
forth in former directives have been can- 
celled and physical examination is re- 
quired solely for record purposes. Those 
officers in terminal leave status are not 
required to take physical examination. 

Naval officers in the rank of lieutenant 
and Marine Corps officers in the rank of 
captain may decline appointment to 
retain eligibility for mustering out pay. 

It is directed that officers appointed 
shall hold date of rank specified in the 
appointment authority under which pre- 
viously eligible. Pay and allowances ac- 
crue from 15 Jan. 1946. 
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Delay Navy Personnel Expansion 

Early action on H.R. 4421, the legisla- 
tion already passed by the House, author- 
izing establishment of a post-war Navy 
with a personnel complement of 500,000, 
a Marine Corps of 100,000, and officers to 
the number of 58,000, has been delayed 
once more by the request of members of 
the Senate Naval Committee for more 
time in which to study the bill. 

Although the urging by the chairman 
of the committee, Senator Walsh, Mass., 
was insistent that there must be imme- 
diate action to enable the Navy Depart- 
ment to transfer Reserves to the Regular 
Navy to man the ships authorized for the 
post-war Navy, and to let interested Re- 
serves know what they may expect in the 
way of becoming commissioned, reporting 
the bill this week was objected to by Sen- 
aior Gerry, R. I. 

Pleading for prompt action so that the 
most desirable Reserves may be commis- 
sioned and, so, retained in the service, 
Vice Adm. Louis Denfeld, Chief of Naval 
Personnel, stated that 20,000 Reserves 
have made application for transfer to the 
Regular Navy. 

In the course of the hearing, Senator 
Robertson, Wyo., expressed the opinion 
that the Marines should constitute the oc- 
cupation forces as they are, he claimed, 
usually the first forces to make a landing. 
Te implement this opinion, the Senator, 
through Admiral Denfeld, requested that 
a survey be made by the Navy Depart- 
ment to carry out his idea and to suggest 
the Marine Corps expansion needed for 
the purpose. 

When asked about the educational pro- 
gram proposed for the new Navy, Ad- 
miral Denfeld stated that the cost of the 
planned program has been included in the 
1947 budget, and that details will be re- 
leased soon. 


Pay of Retired Adms. 


The House on 22 Jan. passed the bill, 
S. 473, providing a means by which of- 
ficers of the Navy and Coast Guard re- 
tired as rear admirals of the lower half 
may, while again serving on active duty, 
be made eligible to receive the pay of a 
rear admiral of the upper half. 

As the measure passed the Senate it 
provided a system of assigning active 
line officers of the regular Service as run- 
ning mates for the retired rear admirals 
who have been recalled to active duty, 
permitting the latter to advance to the 
upper half as their running mates become 
so eligible. The House, however, struck 
out all that procedure and amended the 
bill so as to provide that such officers 
shall be eligible for the higher pay after 
two years’ service in recalled active duty. 
Both the Senate and House versions per- 
mit such officers to have their retired pay 
based on the higher figure when they are

Sees Unification in Navy 

Declaring that the spearheads of vie 
tory in the past Global War were air, 
sea-air, and sea with air, Representative 
Walter C. Ploeser, (R. Mo.) this week 
in a letter to l’resident Truman urged 
that in making a start toward unification 
the Congress begin with the Navy “where 
there is already the highest degree of 
integration between land, sea, and air” 

The Missouri Representative contended 
that the Navy and Marines represent ap 
integrated organization using common 
supply officers, doctors, chaplains, service 
of supply. Economically, he said, it rep. 
resents a saving to the ti axpayers to have 
the marines as the striking power. They 
are in the forward areas, he said, they are 
combat troops, and they will be the first 
to engage the enemy. 

“Right now the needs in command are 
for those who are versed in joint land, 
sea, and air operations,” he said. “Such 
command will be found within the Nayy 
Department where there is no separate 
air force and none desired ; where the ‘in- 
fantry’ is the Marine Corps; where the 
Seabees are the construction unit; the 
surface ships the bombardment or artil- 
lery unit; where the merchant marine is 
the supply line; the submarine force a 
closely integrated unit of reconnaissance, 
communication, and attack; and the ear- 
riers a single striking unit for attack and 
defense, both by sea and air.” 

“Had the Marine Corps been larger,” 
the Congressman said, “it might have 
been possible for the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and their Coast Guard and Seabee 
units, to have wrested the victory in the 
Pacific without the necessity of trans- 
porting millions of men all the way from 
Europe to the Pacific.” 


New Navy Dental Board

N light of President Truman’s strong reiteration of his recommendations for “an 
adequate salary scale for all government employees in all branches of the govern- 
ment,” the time is propitious for the presentation of the report and recommendations 


_ on Service pay now being prepared by the, Joint Pay Board. The able representatives 


of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Air Forces, who have been making the study 
under the chairmanship of Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, have gone thoroughly into the 
subject to show the need for pay increases in the Armed Forces—the commissioned 
personnel of which have not had any major revision of their pay scales since 1908. 
This report will give strong support to the President’s recommendations insofar as 
they apply to Service personnel. They will show that incomes in civilian life, in profes- 
sions, industries, management and labor, all have increased enormously while Service 
pay has stood still. They will also show that while other categories of Government 
pay, such as the professional services and the foreign service, have had their pay 
boosted, Service commissioned income has remained virtually static. Thus while all 
other compensation schedules, standards of living, and costs of living have gone to 
higher levels, incomes in the Armed Forces are still those of the last generation. There 
have been some increases in enlisted pay schedules, but those are insufficient to bring 
about the enlistments now being sought to increase the Army to the size required to 


,carry out our peace-time obligations. The pay of retired personnel, too, should be 


substantially increased, for they have been hit most’ hard by increased costs and in- 


‘ereased taxes (to the full force of which most of such personnel are subjected) while 
their pay remains pitifully low. We urge the Secretaries of War and Navy to speed 


the joint pay report on to Congress and the committees there to give it prompt con- 


sideration. 


he this transitional hour, when the Services are desperately striving to retain 
sufficient and equipped forces to insure power behind our foreign policies, to honor 
the war commitments we made, and to be ready to perform distasteful strike duty 
which has been imposed upon it, it is well to remember the debt the Nation is un- 
der to Industry. Had it not been for the far-sighted planning of Management prior to 
our engulfment in the Global War, there would have been, greater delay and con- 
fusion in the transformation of our peace industrial machine into the war factory, 
that provided all the materiel required for the winning of Victory by our huge 
Armies, our great Navy, our formidable Air Forces, and, to a large extent, by our 
Allies. We are reminded of the preparatory work done in those days of pre-war 
peace, and efficiently executed and expanded from Pearl Harbor, by a book entitled 
“Fight Talk,” which describes the inestimable service rendered to the Nation by Gen- 
eral Cable Corporation. In our 75th Anniversary Number as far back as 1938, the Man- 
agement of that Corporation, truly estimating the trend of events, published in our 
columns a striking color advertisement entitled “To Keep the Peace.” That advertise- 
ment was a Clarion call to Industry and to the Nation to move at once to achieve a state 
of preparedness which would deter the Hitlers and Hirohitos from engaging in war, 
and certainly from attack up the United States. Applying its advice to its own estab- 
lishment, General Cable Corporation made its plans, and the Army and Navy and 
‘Air Forces have testified by the “E” Flags conferred upon it, to the efficiency of the co- 
operation which it furnished. What is true of General Cable Corporation is true of 
other great corporations and businesses. They made it their job to devote all their en- 
ergies and resources to the task of filling any requisition the Services filed with them. 
Now that our country through the demand for demobilization and reconversion un- 
happily seems to be retrograding to the condition of unpreparedness which brought 
war upon us, it is well to emphasize that in this machine and impending-atomic age we 
must maintain our Industry both for the supply of our peacetime needs and for 
our defense. To permit it to be destroyed by the kind of labor strife with its subversive 
tinge, with which we are now beset, or by lack of government understanding, would 
be a crime against our security. Let us not forget for our national safety, indeed for 
gur own livelihood, that American interest requires the continuance of our powerful 
Industry, with cooperation by Management and Labor such as marked the years of 
the war, and which in this post-war period is just as important as in the days of battle.

J. M. V.—Warrant officers are entitled 
to the same retirement privileges as com- 
missioned officers. Yes, a warrant officer’s 
appointment may be discontinued at will 
by the Secretary of War. 

A. N. J.—The major veteran organiza- 
tions such as the DAV, VFW, and Ameri- 
can Legion all have service offices who 
handle pension and insurance claims for 
all disabled veterans. They will also be 
able to advise you on matters pertaining 
to vocational rehabilitation. 

BR. E. M.—Officers are not required to 
salute enlisted personnel who wear the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. The exe- 
cution of such salute is done as a gesture 
of military courtesy, and hag no basis in 
Army regulations. 

M. L.—A retired soldier would not lose 
his retired pay by taking a government 
job. He might come under the provisions 
of the act which prohibits a person re 
ceiving retired pay from accepting a po 
sition paying more than $2,500. A definite 
decision in your case can be given by the 
agency which employs you. 

A. J. G.—Under ordinary circumstances 
your four years’ service in the U. 8. Army 
here and overseas would satisfy the resi- 
dence qualifications when applying for 
citizenship. It would be up to the Judge 
in’the last analysis to determine whether 
or not your illegal entry into the country 
would bar you from citizenship.

Navy Air Notes 


The U. S. Navy Bureau of Aeronautics 
has devised an emergency seadrome light 
that can be assembled easily out of ma- 
terials available at most airports. The 
light, which will withstand rough water 
and high winds and can be tended easily 
from a small boat, consists of a white 
aerological ballon with an ordinary flash- 
light taped into its neck and anchored 
with a suitable weight. Seadrome opera- 
tors are cautioned that the light is not 
brilliant enough for use in fog. 

The big new aircraft carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt is now on its shakedown 
cruise in the Atlantic and Caribbean. Also 
now on its shakedown is the new Essex- 
class carrier Princeton. 

The Navy’s robot plane, the F6F 
“Ghost” Hellcat, will be used in thunder- 
storm experimental work in Florida. be- 
ginning 1 March. The planes will be flown 
into the heart of thunderheads in order 
to study both aerological and aero- 
dynamic data. 

Navy flyers shot down almost as many 
Japanese planes during the two-day 
“Marianas Turkey-Shoot” as the entire 
U. S. Fleet had in first-line combat opera- 
tion on 7 Dec. 1941. 

The Navy’s new BTM “Manler” weighs 
a ton and a half more than any other 
dive or torpedo bomber now in use. It 
was designed for operation from the new 
CVB “Midway” class of carriers. 





Air Reserve Association

ranking Army Air Force officers from all 
over the United States met here 15 and 
16 Jan. to reactivate the national Air Re- 
serve Association.

New Jet Fighter 

The AAF’s newest long-range jet fighter 
plane, the XP-81, which has a propeller in 
the front and a jet engine in the rear, is 
now being flight-tested, the Air Technical 
Service Command announced 25 Jan. 

The plane can operate on either engine 
or both. A TG-100 gas turbine engine 
which converts jet power into rotational 
energy drives the four-bladed propeller 
in the nose and also provides additional 
thrust from an exhaust jet. In addition 
it has a jet engine in the rear, similar to 
the P-80 Shooting Star. 

The XP-81 is a metal monoplane with 
a laminar flow wing and standard cockpit 
control. Engine instrumentation is ex- 
tremely simple. Wing span is 50 feet six 
inches and the fuselage length is 44 feet 
eight inches. The cockpit is well forward 
of the wing.

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Bomber Group Cited 


Four heavy bombardment groups of 
the 313th Superfortress Wing, have beep 
awarded the Distinguished Unit Citation 
by direction of the President of the 
United States, for “outstanding perform.

enemy.” 

They were the 6th, 9th, 504th and 505th 
Bomb Groups. Meritorious Service Unit 
Plaques were awarded to the 72nd, 77th, 
358th and 359th Air Service Groups and 
to the 891st Chemical Company. 


Dive-Torpedo-Bomber 

The Navy’s newest dive-torpedo- 
bomber, the Martin Mauler, was designed 
for operation off the new large aircraft 
carriers of the Midway class. A heavy, 
long-range multi-purpose plane, it is at 
present the Navy's most powerful single 
seater dive-bomber torpedo plane, the 
Navy Department said this week. 

The Mauler, designated the BTM by 
the Navy, is powered by a Wasp Major 
engine with a military rating of 3,000 
horsepower. 

In level flight the BTM’s speed is in 
the over 350-miles per hour class. It has 
a maximum range of over 1700 miles. As 
a divebomber, it is built to withstand 
vertical dive speeds of more than 500 
miles per hour. An unusual feature is 
its intermeshing finger-type dive brakes 
which open in less than five seconds at 
extremely high speeds to slow the plane 
down in a vertical dive to less than 350 
miles an hour. This makes possible a 
lower-altitude pullout and = therefore 
greater bombing accuracy. 

The Mauler, as a dive-bomber, cap 
carry 4,000 pounds of bombs or rockets. 
In an alternate capacity as a torpedo 
bomber, it carries one torpedo with addi- 
tional rockets or bombs. It mounts four 
20 millimeter cannon. 

With one 2,000-pound bomb, the BTM 
has a gross weight of 19,500 pounds, ap 
proximately 3,000 pounds more than that 
of similar aircraft now in use. It has a 
wingspan of 50 feet and length of 41 feet, 
eight inches. The wings are of box-type 
construction, with outer wing panels 
folding vertically for carrier accommoda- 
tion. 





Gen. Cannon Asks Replacements 

Lt. Gen. John K. Cannon, Commanding 
general of United States Air Forces in 
Europe, is quoted in dispatches from over- 
seas this week as stating that if his com- 
mand is to continue to perform effective 
ly its share in making and maintaining 
the peace it is most essential that replace 
ments be received promptly. 

The depleted organization, he said, has 
been able to perform its function only 
through the “yeoman work of the few 
experienced men left.” 





Retain Control of Bases 

Virtual agreement on Anglo-American 
commercial use of nine military airfields 
constructed by the United States in 
British North Atlantic and Caribbean 
posessions has been reached by delegates 
to the Bermuda Civil Aviation Confer 
ence. 

According to Maj. Gen. L. 8S. Kuter the 
tentative agreement also calls for the 
United States to retain military control 
of the lend-lease bases. 


Reroute NATS 

Pearl Harbor, T. H.—Establishment of 
a new route for the Naval Air Transport 
Service’s daily express flights betweeD 
Honolulu and Tokyo has been announ¢ 
by Capt. W. M. Nation, USN, Commander 
of the Pacific Wing of NATS. 

The Command’s “Skymasters” now fy 
from Pearl Harbor to Tokyo via Job 
ston, Wake and Marcus Islands, in place 
of the route via Midway and Marcus Is 
lands. Use of the latter route has bee? 
cancelled because of bad weather whicb 
has hindered flights on the Midway-Mar 
cus leg, and to permit the planes to carty 
less fuel and more cargo by making 9” 
additional stop. 

The wing is now flying 28 weekly round 
trips between Honolulu and Oakland, 
Calif., as compared with 23 during De 
cember.

®& FOREIGN AFFAIRS. Upon the return of Secretary of War Patterson to 
Washington from his tour of the Far East and Germany, he will submit to the Presi- 
dent his recommendations on the important matters of our relations with Russia in 
Japan, Korea and China, the substitution of civilian for military administration in the 
American zone in Germany, and the strength of the forces we must maintain abroad 
in order to discharge our commitments. 

Although it would seem that General Marshall as the Special Envoy of the Presi- 
dent has made considerable progress in his mediation between the Chung King and 
Yenan factions, their fusion has not yet been accomplished because, according to re- 
ports, of the latter’s requirement to maintain its armies in the areas it dominates. 
Generalissimo Chiang-Kai-Shek is insisting there shall be only a Government and no 
independent Armies, and that this is the view of our Government is indicated by Gen- 
eral Marshall's acceptance of the post of adviser to the Chinese Military Committee 
and by our assignment to the Chung-King Government of a number of small naval 
craft. ‘The role the Soviet Government is playing in this situation it is difficult ac- 
curately to estimate. That it is not supporting the Yenan faction is clear, but that it 
ta giving the whole-hearted backing to General Marshall's effort which would facilitate 
the success of his mission is doubted. At least the Yenan group seems to derive some 
encouragement from the attitude of Moscow, which is being manifested by the delays 
in connection with Russian evacuation of Manchuria and North China, by the economic 
demands the Kfemlin made with respect to those areas, and by the attack which the 
Soviet Tass Agency made upon our military administration of southern Korea. 

Because of its misunderstanding of our brand of democracy, Moscow objects to the 
freedom we are allowing the Koreans which is preparing them for the independence 
the Allies have agreed to give their country when the trusteeship period shall have 
ended. Basically, as a spokesman of General MacArthur’s headquarters promptly 
noted, the Tass attack is part of a definite program to discredit the Allied Commander- 
in-Chief and force further changes in the current occupation policies and command. 
The attack was identical with that which the Left-Wing Press in the United States 
has been making, and, obviously, thereforé, is part of a general policy although it is 
digavowed as such by Moscow. General MacArthur by the indirect statements emanat- 
ing from Tokyo, has brought the issue squarely into the open, and as a result he has 
tMmsured the backing of the Administration and the Congress. As a result of his in- 
quiries in the Far Hast, Secretary Patterson is familiar with the facts. From all that 
he has reported it is evident he has great admiration for the manner in which General 
MacArthur is performing his difficult job. Involved in the report he will make to the 
President will be the question of the length of time we shall retain troops and Marines 
in China to complete the mission of repatriating the Japanese soldiers in that coun- 
try, and the size of our occupation force in Japan. There also will be the matter of the 
strength we must maintain in the Philippines. That strength necessarily depends 
upon the ability of the independent Government that Archipelago is to have next July, 
to establish its own forces to maintain peace and order in all the islands. 

From Nurenberg, Secretary Patterson was quoted as saying that after his return 
to Washington a policy would be announced relative to the substitution of civilian for 
military control in the American zone. General Eisenhower is described as anxious 
for such substitution at the earliest possible date, but the difficulty of achieving it 
lies in the finding of competent civilians to replace the Army. Now that the war is 
over, there is no glory in serving as an administrator in a German community, and 
there is also the question of a civilian exacting obedience from a people accustomed 
to military rule. Another complication is the inability of the State and War Depart- 
ments to agree upon an over all policy, with the former hesitant to undertake opera- 
tional respdhsibility and the latter unwilling to serve as an agent of the State Depart- 
ment. The discussion which is occurring comtemplates the maintenance of sufficient 
force, perhaps 325,000 men ready to back up the civilians, such force to be reduced as 
the population demonstrates obedience. 

The entire question of the strength we must maintain in the conquered countries, 
uecessarily rests upon the policies the Administration and Congress shall fix. At the 
moment, General Eisenhower is said to ‘believe that an Army of 1,500,000 officers and 
men would be adequate to meet our commitments abroad and insure American security. 
However, nothing definite on this point can be stated until the vital matter of policies 
fs determined. During the pending session of Congress, it is expected such determina- 
tion will be reached, at least in broad outline, and then the War Department, and the 
Navy Department as well, can estimate the requirements that are necessary. General 
Eisenhower in a radio address frankly warned that unless sufficient replacements 
through voluntary enlistments and selectice Service are provided, our policies must 
be changed since the demobilization program must be carried out. 

Meanwhile in London, the United Nations Organization and the Security Council 
have been holding initial meetings, created is the Atomic Control Commission with 
aur secret of the Atomic bomb safeguarded, and brought to a head is the dispute over 
Russian activities in northern Iran and British activities in Greece and Indonesia. 
Because of the veto power which each permanent member of the Security Council 
has, probably no investigation of the charges regarding Russian policy towards Iran 
and Britain’s operations in Greece and Indonesia will be made, and the controversies 
will be left for settlement to direct negotiation. The French political mess culminating 
fn the resignation of General de Gaulle as Provisional President, indicates the same 
weakness in the Paris Government that prevailed prior to the war. Felix Gouin, the 
Socialist successor of de Gaulle, probably will not be able to remain in power for many 
weeks. The suspicion in Washington is that de Gaulle made a play designed to restore 
him to power with authority.

Pxcellent facilities exist at Fort Eustis, or nearby, for combined training in am- 
phibious operations needed for Transportation Corps units which must be prepared 
to transfer cargo from ships in the open sea to landing craft and across the beach. 

The training of Transportation Corps units and personnel previously conducted 
at several other training centers and camps will now be concentrated at Fort Eustis 
and certain trainer personnel and training equipment will be transferred to that point.

Gen. Elmer F. Wallender, at one time Quartermaster 
Supply Officer at the Memphis Army Service Forces Depot, and more recently re- 
turned from duty in the Southwest Pacific, assumed command of the Chicago Quar- 
termaster, Depot, 1819 West Pershing Road, on 10 Jan. He succeeded Brig. Gen. J, E. 
Barzynski who retired from active service on 31 Dec. 

The value of reimbursable transfers of Quartermaster Corps subsistence items 
to other agencies amounted to $43,100,000 during October, which is $16,400,000 over 
the transfer transactions during the preceding month, and a new monthly high for 
the year, a report revealed this week. 

The transfer of two high-ranking officers from the Jeffersonville Quartermaster 
Depot to other depots was announced by Col. H. 8. Evans, Acting Commanding Officer. 
They are Col. Earl C. Thrower, newly appointed Commanding Officer of the Shreve- 
port Army Services Forces Depot, Shreveport, La., and Lt. Col. Donnell K. Wolverton, 
who will become Chief of the Legal Division at the Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot. 

Medical Corps—President Truman, by executive order issued 17 Jan., has abol- 
ished as of 30 June.1946 the Typhus Commission set up under the Secretary of War 
in 1942. 

The executive order said that “With the end of the coming typhus season the com- 
mission will have fulfilled its mission, and it is practicable and desirable that any 
further programs of typhus control in connection with military operations be carried 
out by the organizations charged with such matters.” 

Medical Administrative Corps—An Army career that began as a private in the 
Infantry in 1908, and finished as one of the few full Colonels in the Medical Adminis- 
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trative Corps, came to an end 15 Jan. with the retirement of Col. George N. Ragan, 
MAC, Director of Training of Madigan Hospital Center, Ft. Lewis, Wash. 

After commissioned service in France and Germany in World War I he reverted 
at the end of the war to Master Hospital Sergeant, and became a Warrant Officer in 
1920, with an Officer Reserve Corps Commission as Second Lieutenant, Infantry. He 
retired in 1938 after 31 years of ‘service, retaining his ORC commission. With the 
outbreak of World War II, the then Captain Ragan was recalled to active duty, in 
March, 1941, and promoted to Major in November, 1942, to Lt. Colonel in June, 1943. 
His rank of full colonel, a rarity in the Medical Administrative Corps, was attained 


upon his retirement. 


Army Nurse Corps—The use of German women as nurses’ aids working under 
the close supervision of American Army nurses was described recently by Capt. Lorena 
J. Murray at a conference of twenty-four chief nurses at Seventh Army Headquarters 


in Heidelberg, Germany, 


Captain Murray, senior Public Health Nurse in Seventh Army told the nurses 
that the Public Health Nurses had made substantial progress in re-establishing Ger- 
man nursing schools. Estimating that there were about sixty-four German nursing 
schools in Seventh Army area, she said a majority of the German-trained nurses be- 
longed to a “Mother House” which trained them, made contracts for their services, 
collected a large portion of their salaries and provided care for them when they be- 
came too old or infirm to work. “There is no shortage of German nurses,” she said, 
“Since an estimate shows there is one nurse to each nine hundred civilians, and one 


nurse for each nine hospital beds.” 


Maj. Mary C. Pollard, Chief Nurse of the 115th General Hospital in Kassel, Ger- 
many, told the group how she had used German-trained nurses and nurses’ aids in 
the hospital. After a thorough screening to remove those with Nazi affiliations, Major 
Pollard said the nurses selected were required to understand English, be willing to 
work entirely under the supervision of an American nurse, and be willing to wear a 
black uniform provided by the hospital instead of the German nurse uniform with 


cap and insignia.

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Adm. King’s Report 
(Following is a continuation from last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of the 
text of the report of Fleet Admiral Ernest 

J. King): 
Redeployment 

When the fighting in Europe ceased, the 
United States Army was faced with the gi- 
gantic task of redeploying millions of its 
forces. Some of its men were to be sent home 
for discharge; others were to be ordered to 
the Far East. During the summer of 1945, 
through its various port parties and naval 
detachments, the Navy cooperated closely with 
the Army in speeding troop movement. Over 
53,000 men were embarked from northern 
French ports in May, and in June more than 
210,000- The July figures approached 350,000. 
The southern French ports of Marseilles and 
Toulon were also used for this work. From 
Le Havre and Antwerp many shipments of 
war materiel no longer needed in this theater 
were sent back to the United States. 

Similarly the United States Navy devel- 
oped its own redeployment program, trans- 
ferring to the United States or to the Pacioc 
forces and materiel no longer required for 
naval activities in Europe. Hundreds of am- 
phibious ships and craft which had been 
used for assault operations and for the sup- 
port of the Army build-up were no longer 
needed and were returned to the United 
States. Nearly all United States naval ad- 
vanced bases, supply and repair facilities, 
etc., in Britain and the Mediterranean were 
now unnecessary and their closing proceeded 
at a rapid rate. 

In Great Britain the summer months of 
doss saw the closing of the amphibious bases 
at Falmouth, Plymouth, Dartmouth, Port- 
land-Weymouth and Southampton. With the 
end of the submarine menace the planes of 
Fleet Air Wing Seven, based at Dunkeswell, 
Devon, were returned to the United States. 
In France, Italy and in North Africa the 
operation of most of the liberated ports was 
rapidly returned to the national authorities. 
Pert detachments were maintained at Le 
Havre, Marseilles and Naples to aid in the 
Army’s redeployment program. When the 
command of U. S. Naval Forces France was 
abolished as a separate task force on 1 July. 
a naval task group, under Commander, U. S. 
Naval Forces Germany, was_ substituted 
therefor. In the Mediterranean, United States 
naval activities were likewise reduced, Naval 
Operating Base Oran was closed out and 
a naval detachment took its place in July. 
During the same month the office of Com- 
mander, Moroccan Sea Frontier was abol- 
ished. The naval facilities at Port Lyautey, 
Casablanca, Dakar and Agadir were organ- 
ized as a naval task group. The naval ad- 
vanced base at Bizerte was decommissioned 
and reductions were effected at Palermo and 
Naples. 

U. 8. Atlantic Fleet 
During the entire war combat vessels, aux- 
iliaries, and landing craft were built and 
trained in large numbers on the east coast 
cf the United States for duty in the Pacific. 
With the capitulation of Germany, the U. S. 
tensify the redeployment of ships, men, and 
supplies to the Pacific. By 1 June Atlantic 
Atlantic Fleet was able to increase and in- 
convoys were stopped, and all available es- 
cort ships and tankers thus released were 
made ready for operations against the Japa- 
nese. Large numbers of landing craft were 
returned from Europe and overhauled for 
Pacific duty. The further necessity of pro- 
viding refresher training for the crews of 
these ships and craft devolved upon the At- 
lantic Fleet Operational Training Command. 
The Battle of the Atlantic had been chiefly 
a war against submarines; now all training 
was concentrated upon meeting the require- 
ments of the Pacific war for accurate anti- 
aircraft firing and shore bombardment, Dur- 
ing the period covered by this report the Op- 
erational Training Command, Atlantic Fleet, 
trained some 995 ships for duty in the Pacific, 
of which 358 were new ships receiving the 
normal shakedown and 637 were ships which 
had been engaged in some phase of the Eu- 
ropean war. 
Similarly, 
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turned with increased intensity to the train- 
ing of carrier air units and shore-based pa- 
trol squadrons for the Pacific Fleet. Typical 
of the changing nature of the carrier train- 
ing program was the decommissioning of all 
composite squadrons, which had produced 
such effective results against the U-boats, 
and the commissioning of air groups for the 
large new carriers of the Midway class, These 
new air groups are approximately one and 
one-half times the size of a normal carrier 
air group. — 

The surrender of Japan, occurring when 
the Atlantic Fleet redeployment program was 
at its height, necessitated rapid readjust- 
ments, Many ships, which were on their way 
to, the Pacific or had just reached the for- 
ward areas, were ordered to return to the 
east coast ports. Instructions were promul- 
gated indicating the status of vessels in the 
postwar Atlantic Fleet, and an appraisal of 
berthing areas for the Atlantic Fleet Reserve 
ships was pressed to completion. Similarly 
the program for revising, absorbing or de- 
commissioning shore-based Atlantic Fleet ac- 
tivities was accelerated. In the South Atlantic 
a similar process had long since begun. In 
March 1945 the Rio-Trinidad convoys were 
discontinued. Then on 15 April the Fourth 
Fleet became a task force of the U. S. Atlantic 
Fleet, with Vice Admiral W. R. Munroe as 
task force commander and Commander, South 
Atlantic Force. The roll-up of forces con- 
tinued, and on 13 August Vice Admiral Mun- 
roe hauled down his flag; the remaining naval 
activities in the South Atlantic were placed 
under the Commandant, Naval Operating 
Base Rio de Janeiro. 


VI SHIPS, AIRCRAFT AND PERSONNEL 


Fighting men are not effective, individually 
or collectively, unless they are imbued with 
high moraie. Morale may be defined as a 
state of mind wherein there is confidence, 
courage and zeal among men united together 
in a common effort—a “conviction of excel- 
lence’, One factor largely responsible for 
the extremely high morale of the men of the 
naval services has been their confidence in 
the excellence of the ships and planes pro- 
vided them. 

Shipbuilding Program 

During the period 1 March to 1 October 
1945 the following combatant ships were com- 
pleted: 4 aircraft carriers (one of which was 
Midway, the first of the three 45,000-ton car- 
riers under construction), 8 escort carriers, 
3 light cruisers, 6 heavy cruisers, 53 destroy- 
ers, 2 destroyer escorts and 24 submarines. 
During this same period over 300 auxiliary 
ships were completed by the Navy and the 
Maritime Commission, among them six of the 
most modern air-conditioned hospital ships 
in existence. The landing craft and district 
craft construction programs were continued, 
with the delivery of large numbers of each 
type. Twenty-nine mine-sweeping vessels 
were delivered. It was necessary to place par- 
ticular emphasis upon the production of re- 
pair ships of all types. The large numbers 
of these delivered during this period, to- 
gether with existing ships of the type, per- 
formed indispensable services in the forward 
areas in returning quickly to service many 
of the ships damaged in the Okinawa opera- 
tion. 

To meet changing conditions of war dur- 
ing this period, it was necessary to under- 
take a number of conversions of ships from 
one type to another. Notable among these 
was the conversion of certain patrol craft to 
control vessels for amphibious operations; 
frigates and certain patrol craft to weather 
station ships; a large number of personnel 
landing ships to gunboats for close inshore 
support of amphibious operations; a num- 
ber of destroyer escorts to fast transports; 
certain destroyers and destroyer escorts to 
1adar picket ships, and a number of destroy- 
ers to high-speed mine sweepers. 

During the later phases of the war, as Jap- 
anese sea power waned, a review was made 
of the Navy’s shipbuilding, program to ring 
it in line with estimated operational require- 
ments. On 10 August 1945 the Secretary of 
the Navy approved the termination of con- 
tracts for the construction of 56 combatant 
ships and 39 vessels ef other types. Follow- 
ing the surrender of Japan, a complete re- 
view was made of the status of the construc- 
tion and conversion program of auxiliaries, 
landing craft, district craft and small boats, 
in consequence of which the total number 
of cancellations was raised to the following: 


Combatant Ships 56 District Craft 121 
Auxiliaries 94 Small Landing 
Craft—over 8,000 


Landing Ships 2 
Patrol Craft 44 


The effect of these cancellations is shown 
graphically in Plate VI. 

Every effort has been madé to keep the 
ships of the fleet fitted with the latest avail- 
able equipment to meet rapidly changing com- 
bat conditions. Improved radar sets, aircraft 
and antiaircraft weapons, fire-control sys- 
tems for guns, and fire-fighting equipment 
have been installed. The improvement of the 
offensive and defensive qualities of our ships 
by such alterations had been going on since 
the beginning of the war; as the war drew 
to a close, most ships of the fleet had reached 
a point at which no additional weights could 
be added without compensatory weight re- 





technological developments to our ships h 
thus become more difficult; nevertheless euch 
application has been accomplished on an ex- 
tensive scale by the cooperation of all con- 
cerned, both afloat and ashore. 

Aircraft 


Comparisons between standard Navy air. 
craft types at the beginning of the war and 
the end vividly illustrate the outstandin 
technical advances accomplished in less thee 
four years of fighting. At the war's end we 


had the best airplanes of every kind, both 
ashore and afloat, but never and better Planes 
were on the production lines and would soon 


have taken their place against the enemy 
Among these were the Grumman Tigercat 3 
twin-engine, single-seat fighter plane with 
heavy firepower and bomb-carrying charae- 
teristics. Although this plane had arrived in 


the Pacific, it never got into actual combat. 
Three other fighter planes, faster and possess- 
ing higher tactical performance than stand- 
ard existing types, had satisfactorily passed 
the long period of experiments and flight 
test and were in production. These included 


the Ryan Fireball, the Navy's first fighter 
plane to use jet propulsion. The others were 
Grumman’s Bearcat and Goodyear's F2G (to 
which no popular name has been given), both 
high-speed, highly maneuverable and fast 
climbing planes, The latter was the first naya) 
fighter to use the new Pratt and Whitney 
3,000 horsepower engine. 

The Grumman Wildcat, which was a new 
fighter at the time of Pearl Harbor, had an 
approximate speed of 300 miles an hour and 
mounted four .50-caliber machine guns, The 
Hellcats and Corsairs, which were both ear- 
rier and shore-based on V-J day, have speeds 
of more than 400 and 425 miles an hour, re 
spectively, and mount six .50-caliber machine 
guns, or proportionate numbers of 20-milli- 
meter cannon, in addition to rockets. Bombs 
weighing up to 2000 pounds could also be 
carried by these planes when they were as- 
signed fighter-bomber missions. These planes 
played the leading role in our tactical devel- 
opment of fighter-bombing, a World War Il 
innovation. Other technical developments pri- 
marily air-borne radar, helped to bring into 
existence the Navy’s night-fighting force. The 
Wildcat, greatly improved by various modi- 
fications by General Motors to give it greater 
speed and climb, continued to be used on the 
escort carriers. 

Our dive-bomber, the Helldiver, has a speed 
of more than 250 miles an hour, can carry 
2000 pounds of bembs, and is equipped with 
eight rocket launchers, two 20-millimeter 
cannon and two .30-caliber machine guns. 
These characteristics were developed through 
five modifications. The Douglas Dauntless 
was the standard dive-bomber when the war 
began, and delivered heavy blows against 
the enemy before it was retired as a first line 
plane. Its top speed was 230 miles an hour; 
it carried 1000 pounds of bombs, and mounted 
two .30-caliber and two .50-caliber machine 
guns. 

Our torpedo bomber at the start of the 
war was the Douglas Devastator, a plane 
which had a speed of about 150 miles an hour 
and was very lightly armed. The Grumman 
Avenger, and later modifications of this plane 
by General Motors, gave us a plane with a 
speed of more than 250 miles an hour, capable 
of carrying 2,000 pounds of bombs or a tor- 
pedo, four machine guns and rockets. One 
modification of the Avenger was a carrier- 
based night bomber to operate with night 
fighters. 

Development and research in the dive-bomb- 
er and torpedo bomber field during the war 
yielded designs by Consolidated, Douglas and 
Martin.

Planes of the sixth modification—or sixth 
major change—giving it greater range and 
speed are now with the fleet. The Martin 
Mariner, a larger, heavier plane, has taken 
over many of the patrol duties formerly 
handled by the Catalinas. Both of these planes 
also have performed outstanding service in 
air-sea rescue work. 
For our four-engine, land-based search 
plane, we have replaced the Cons lidated 
Liberator with the Consolidated Privateer, 4 
plane with a range of well over 3,000 miles, 
heavy armament and a wealth of new navi- 
gational, radio and radar equipment, enabling 
it to fly long hours of reconnaissance over 
trackless oceans. These planes, which carry 
bombs and depth charges, have made impres- 
sive records against isolated Japanese ~~ 
small convoys, submarines and enemy-belt 
islands in their search areas. Our new 4 
twin-engine search plane is the Lockhee 
Harpoon, which took over the duties of - 
Lockheed Ventura.

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Pearl Harbor Inquiry 
By Mark S. WATSON 

If Admiral Kimmel and General Short 
have waited long for their public hearing, 
the wait has not been wholly in vain. 
The one-time chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
called last week by the Pearl Harbor in- 
yestigating committee from Congress, re- 
sponded vigorously with sharp and re- 
peated criticisms of his 1941 superiors at 
Washington. This week the one-time com- 
mander of the army’s Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, lately out of hospital, took the 
stand and directed against War Depart- 
ment chiefs of 1941 some of the fiercest 
criticisms heard during the inquiry. 

In particular, General Short, as re 
sentful as his naval colleague over the 
four-year blanket of silence laid over 
them both since Pearl Harbor, until this 
inquiry’s removal of it, charged (1) that 
he had been singled out as scapegoat for 
a disaster much of the responsibility for 
which was in Washington; (2) that only 
through recent testimony by General Mar- 
shall and Lt. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow had 
it been publicly established that they 
were, by virtue of their posts, responsible 
for failing to note that he specifically 
reported he was alerted in late November 
against sabotage and not against a raid; 
(3) that Washington did not supply him 
with the vital information about Japanese 
intentions, long extant in Washington 
through the Japanese intercepts; (4) 
that Washington did not supply him 
with adequate means of defense or 
even means of dispersing alerted air- 
planes about the fields; (5) that all 
emphasis in Washington discussion had 
been of danger to the Philippines, not 
to Hawaii; (6) that nobody had ever cor; 
rected the navy’s clear prior assurance 
that a raid on Hawaii was unexpected— 
and that the army’s own dispatch of un- 
armed planes to Oahu at that very time 
was sufficient evidence that the army too 
expected no such action; (7) that the 
final warning of 7 Dec. already delayed 
in Washington, and sent by commercial 
service rather than by navy radio, or by 
telephone, was not even marked for 
priority handling when it ultimately 
reached him. 

These specific countercharges against 
the War Department General Short sup- 
ported with an exhaustive study of events 
in sequence, graphically and effectively 
illustrated with charts of his own devis- 
ing. His prepared statement over, he 
showed himself equally prepared for 
questions on a variety of subjects. Hav- 
ing said that in response to the 27 Nov. 
warning, he had judged that the situation 
called for only a sabotage alert, had es- 
tablished it, and had so informed Wash- 
ington, he added that if a different sort 
of alert was there thought to be needed, 
Washington should then have ordered it. 
Did he expect General Marshall to issue 
such an order, he was asked. General Mar- 
shall had done exactly that the year 
before, he replied. But, the questioner 
continued, perhaps world conditions had 
changed since 1940 so that in 1941 there 
had to be “greater reliance on field com- 
manders.”

Because of the ice conditions in the 
upper Chesapeake Bay, Choptank River, 
and Tangier Sound, all standard Lighted 
buoys in the Chesapeake Bay between 
Swan Point and Chesapeake City have 
been removed, Coast Guard Headquarters 
revealed this week. The standard type 
lighted buoys marking the most hazar- 
dous positions were replaced with second- 
class tall can buoys showing a flashing 
white light of 30 candlepower.

Thus the hearing approaches full cycle. 
That is far from saying it approaches its 
end, despite intra-committee discussions 
of whether the remaining testimony can 
somehow be compressed. The common 
opinion is that the meetings threaten 
to outlast 15 Feb., the date to which the 
committee’s life has already been once 
extended. There are many witnesses sum- 
moned but still unheard, and after all 
testimony is in, there still is a report to 
be made—and almost certainly a dissent- 
ing report or two. Certainly in the vol- 
uminous testimony there are strong con- 
flicts of judgment, some of them incapable 
of reconcilement and hence calling for a 
majority’s arbitrary decisions which are 
bound to offend one minority group or an- 
other. The hopeful theory that the joint 
congressional committee would come to 
any other end was, at the outset, only a 
theory, and so remains.

366 Joint Boards 


The Army and Navy now have in opera- 
tion approximately 366 joint Boards rang 
ing from the fifteen committees operat 
under the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the 
Interdepartmental Screw Thread Com- 
mittee, the War Department revealed this 
week. 

Following the announcement by Secre. 
tary of Navy Forrestal last week that 
additional Joint Boards and Committees 
would be formed to provide greater ef. 
ficiency and economy in the operation of 
the two branches of the Service, the War 
Department revealed that it had cap. 
vassed the records to determine how 
many committees exist on which the 
Army and Navy each have representa- 
tives. It was also disclosed that many of 
these committees and Boards have been 
in operation for a number of years, even 
before the war, and that consideration is 
being given to making complete data on 
the workings of the Joint Boards ané@ 
Committees available to the Congress, 

War Department officials are also 
understood to be ready to tell Congress 
that creation of a Department of Air 
would make inter-service relationships 
more complex by ultimately creating more 
inter-departmental boards. It will be con- 
tended that unification will put an end to 
a considerable amount of paper work and 
resulting reports involving the work of 
these committees. 

According to the War Department's 
tabulation it is revealed that as of 1 Aug. 
1945, there were 170 committees, boards 
and commissions with Army and Navy 
representation, excluding those that come 
under the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the 
combined Chiefs of Staff. With subcom- 
mittees, the total came to 392. Since 1 
August, forty-one have been eliminated or 
are slated for dissolution, leaving 351, 
including the subcommittees, remaining. 

In addition to the fifteen committees 
operating at present under the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff the Army and Navy also 
participate in another nine committees 
under the combined chiefs of staff. It 
was also revealed that in order to obtain 
some idea of the number of boards and 
committees now operating jointly the 
Army had to call upon the Navy Depart- 
ment for its data, although the Navy has 
been staunchly against the unification 
program as proposed by the War Depart- 
ment. 


Ordnance Chief to Retire 


Lt. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, Chief of 
Ordnance since 1 Jan. 1942 will retire 
from the Army 13 Feb. 1946. On 1 March, 
he will become a vice-president of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company cordl- 
nating a program of new plant construc 
tion. 

A native of Washington, D. C., and 
graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy in 1909. General Campbell, 
entered the Army 2 Dec. 1911, as a second 
lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Corps. 
He was assigned to the Office of the Chief 
of Ordnance in April 1918, and during 
World War I was engaged in the engi- 
neering deevlopment of self-propelled 
mounts and Ordnance automotive ve 
hicles. 

After service in various Ordnance in- 
stallations, General Campbell was 
ordered to Washington, D. C., in 1926, 
to take charge of the Automotive Section, 
Artillery Division, Office of the Chief of 
Ordnance. He was later Officer in Charge 
of Manufacture at the Rock Island 
Arsenal, Illinois, and then in charge of 
the Artillery Ammunition Department at 
the Frankford Arsenal, Philadelphia. Re 
turning to Washington, he became A ssist- 
ant Chief of Industrial Service Facilities 
and 1 Oct. 1940, was placed in charge 
Development of Facilities, Office Chief of 
Ordnance. 

Since February 1945 General Campbell 
has been a member of the Executive Com 
mittee of the Research Board for Na- 
tional Security. Since August 1945 he 
has been assigned to the Office of econ 
version in Washington, D. C. 

For his outstanding services as Chief 
of Ordnance, General Campbell was 
awarded an Oak Leaf Cluster to the Dis 
tinguished Service Medal awarded him 
for his work as Chief of Development @

Maj. Gen. Guy Carleton, USA, Ret., 
died 8 Jan, 1946, in Brooke General Hos- 
pital, Ft. Sam Houston, Texas. 

General Carleton was a veteran of four 
wars, having served in Indian campaigns in 
the North and Southwest when serving his 
first years in the Army. In Cuba, in the 
Tenth Cavalry he participated in its pacifica- 
tion; in the Philippines he saw active service 
on Samar while fighting the Insurrectoes 
under General Lukban, and the First World 
War he won signal recognition and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his outstanding 
accomplishment in organizing and training 
fifty thousand new troops at Camp Wads- 
worth, 8S. C. 

He was born in Austin, Tex., 9 Sept. 1857. 

He went to West Point and was graduated 
in the class of 1881, going at once to the Sec- 
ond Cavalry. 

In 1908 he became a student at the Army 
War College, and was retained as Instructor. 
The same year he was selected to be one of 
the two Directors, serving under General 
Wotherspoon, 

Gen. Tasker Bliss in 1915 selected Colonel 
Carleton to command the Port of Embarka- 
tion at Galveston while troops were in Vera 
Cruz. 

He was serving a detail in the Inspector 
General Department, in Manila when the 
United States declared war against Germany, 
and was promoted to Brigadier General, sent 


home, to command the Depot Brigade at 
Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky. ; 
General Carleton was promoted to Major 


General in 1918 and organized the $6th Divi- 
sion (which in the recent months of fighting 
on Okinawa so distinguished its Colors). Lut 
because of the serious inroads of the influenza 
in the late summer and early fall of 1918, the 
draft was delayed sufficiently to prevent the 
$6th’s completion of training in time to go 
overseas before the Armistice. 

Upon returning to the rank of Colonel, he 
was given command of his old Regiment— 
the Tenth Cavalry, at Fort Huachuca, Ariz. 
After this again he was detailed to the In- 
spector General Department, and served as 
Inspector General of the Western Department 
at San Francisco, until he reached the statu- 
tory age for retirement, in Sept., 1921, and 
returned to San Antonio, Texas, to make his 
home. 

General Carleton was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for organizing and 
training troops at Camp Wadsworth. 

General Carleton was baptized, confirmed 
and married in St. David’s Episcopal Church, 
Austin, Texas. Among the churches he served 
through his Army life were St. Paul’s in San 
Antonio; St. Stephen’s in Washington, D. C.; 
Grace Cathedral in San Francisco; and he was 
Senior Warden of the Cathedral of St. Mary 
and St. John in Manila, and St. Mark's 
Church in San Antonio, Texas. 

He is survived by his widow, Cora Bell, a 
son, Arthur Carleton, and two daughters, 
Mrs. Cora Carleton Glassford, and Miss Nellie 
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Carleton. Four grandchildren are Lt. Guy 
Carleton Glassford, now in Okinawa, Col. 
Pelham D. Glassford, jr., AC, Mrs. Lee W. 
Parke, wife of Captain Parke, USN, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Glassford Graham, widow of Comdr. 
William W. Graham, USN. There are eight 
great-grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held at St. Mark’s 
Church 10 Jan., conducted by the Rt. Rev. 
Everett Jones, Bishop of West Texas, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Mr. J. Wilson Hunter, 
Rector of St. Mark’s and Chaplain John 
Kinney, of Ft.

Col. John D. Von Holtzendorff, FA, 
USA, died at Fort Buchanan, Puerto 
Rico, on 30 Dee. 1945. 

Colonel Von Holtzendorf€ was born in 
Georgia, 7 April 1890. His early military serv- 
ice included two years as Midshipman at the 
U. S. Naval Academy, and two years as an 
enlisted man in the 11th Cavalry. He was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant, Field 
Artillery, on 22 July 1912. 

Colonel Von Holtzendorff was a 
of the Field Artillery School Advanced 
Course 1923, Command and General Staff 
School 1926, and Army War College in 1939. 

Colonel Von Holtzendorff’s service was long 
and varied, including service in the Field 
Artillery, Air Corps, and the Quartermaster 
Corps, and including service in various sta- 
tions within the Continental United States and 
in the Philippine Islands, as well as service 
in France during World War I. His service 
included duty with the Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps, and he also served as an Instructor 
of Organized Reserves. 

Colonel Von Holtzendorff arrived in the 
Antilles Department on 31 Oct. 1941, serving 
first as Executive Officer of Fort Buchanan 
for a short period. -immediately after the 
outbreak of the war Colonel Von Holtzendorft 
assumed command of Fort Buchanan and the 
Puerto Rican General Depot (later designated 
Antilles General Depot No. 1). On 19 Aug. 
1942 he was designated Port Commander of 
the Port of San Juan in addition to his other 
duties. He continued to serve as Command- 
ing Officer of these three installations until 
his death. 

For his services at Fort Buchanan Colonel 
Von Holtzendorff was awarded the Legion of 
Merit. In addition, Colonel Von Holtzendorff 
has been awarded the Silver Star with two 
oak leaf clusters, and the Purple Heart.

In addition ty 
carrying freight and passengers, the Service 
flew whole blood daily from the west coast 
to combat areas in the Pacific and evacuated 
wounded during the Okinawa campaign, 

Improved cooling and other changes have 
increased the horsepower of standard combat 
engines 10 per cent with little or no increase 
in weight. Thus it has been possible to trans- 
late added power into increased climb and 
speed. New superchargers made it possible to 
hold high take-off horsepower to higher a)- 
titudes than was possible before. The adoption 
of water injection for engines to give pilots 


greater speed in emergencies also became 
general for all combat types. 
Our requirement for the utmost in reli 


ability and our long-held conviction that an 
air cooled power plant installation was less 
vulnerable to damage than a liquid cooled 
has caused us to devote primary attention to 
the development of air cooled engines, and 
hence, has contributed substantially to the 
aircraft program of the country. It can be 
claimed without exaggeration that the air 
cooled engine of today would not have been 
developed effectively had it not been for the 
Navy’s continued interest. 

Other technological advances in naval air- 
craft have included the development of jet 
assisted take off (which made it possible for 
seaplanes to carry much heavier loads), the 
largest helicopter yet flying, and radio-con- 
trolled antiaircraft target drones and missiles

After nearly four years of procuring per 
sonnel, the Navy is now faced with the task 
of ensuring the orderly return to civilian 
life of three million men and women. By 
January of 1946 one of every three persons 
in the wartime Navy will have been sepa 
rated. By the end of January half the total 
personnel, and by the end of March tw 
thirds, will have been demobilized. It is ex- 
pected that the rest of the temporary per 
sonnel will be discharged by 1 September 
1946. 

Guided by national policy, as determined 
by the Congress, careful consideration is 
being given to the size of the Navy that wil 
be required when demobilization is com 
pleted. Roughly the current estimate pre 
vides for an active Navy which will be 3 
per cent of our present war strength. 

The Navy’s need for officers after the wat 
is governed by the size of the fleet whic 
the Congress determines is necessary to de 
fend the United States and Western Heni- 
sphere, and to discharge our international 
greements and obligations. We know thi 

1e Navy will need more officers and me 
than it now has in the Regular Navy—ap 
proximately 30,000 more officers and a total 
of about 500,000 men. One of the best sources 
of the additional officers required is the Re 
serve and Temporary officers now on duty 
The program for their selection and transfe 
is well under way. On 16 August 1945 the 
Secretary of the Navy addressed a message! 
the service requesting that Reserve and Tel 
porary USN officers desiring to transfer 
the Regular Navy submit their applications 
The legislation upon which the program * 
dependent has been introduced in Congress 

The Navy is extremely proud of the work 
done by the Women’s Reserve. It is our pla? 
to keep a WAVES component in the Naval 
teserve. Further, if Congress approves, W° 
will seek to retain on active duty a reaso? 
able number of WAVES who wish to remall 
and who may be needed in certain special- 
ties. We know from experience that they ¢ 
be useful after the war in such specialties 
as communications, the Medical Corps, #8" 
certain types of naval aviation duty.

Later at a press conference following 
his testimony before the Committee, Ad- 
miral Blandy told reporters that it had 
been decided to use three qore sub- 
marines in addition to the five listed. 
These he said would include the Scate, 
the Pilot Fish, and the Apogon. 

Admiral Blandy said that the Army 
Air Forces in addition to making the 
actual air drop, will participate actively 
in the operation, with regard to air trans- 
port, collection of data, observation of 
results, and test of air force equipment. 
Major Gen. W. E. Kepner, has been desig- 
nated as Deputy Task Force Commander 
for Aviation. 

At the same time it was stated that the 
Army Ground Forces will be given oppor- 
tunity to test equipment, both on the tar- 
get ships and ashore. Maj. Gen. A. C. 
McAuliffe, has been appointed special ad- 
viser to the Task Force Commander for 
this purpose. 

Total strength of personnel of the Joint 
Task Force will reach an aggregate of 
about 20,000, the naval crews of the oper- 
ating and target ships constituting the 
majority. 

Admiral Blandy said that so far as the 
tight schedule permits, use will be made 
of all modern scientific techniques and 
equipment to observe, measure and record 
the effects of the bomb. For example, it 
was pointed out, “drone” (unmanned, 
radio-controlled) aircraft will be used 
to obtain close-up recordings of radio 
activity; automatic motion picture ca- 
meras will record the explosions visually 
from ingenious heavily shielded shelters 
on the island ring which surrounds the 
anchorage. 

Meanwhile the Army will install shore 
equipment including guns and dugouts 
on various parts of the Atoll. Every con- 
ceivable angle of both amphibious and 
land warfare will be tested wherever fea- 
sible, 

The first test will be accomplished early 
in May over target ships at an altitude 
of several hundred feet. The second test 
is tentatively scheduled for July, and will 
be a burst at the surface of the water 
among target ships. Admiral Blandy also 
revealed that there is scheduled a third 
or “deep water” test, but this will not be 
made until probably 1947. 

Under the present plan Kwajalein will 
be the main operating base for the air 
forces, although Admiral Blandy said 
that other landing bases were being con- 
ditioned. Questioned with respect to the 
locations of the target ships at present, 
Admiral Blandy said that some of the 
vessels were already in the vincinity of 
the Bikini Atoll, but that it would take 
Some time to assemble them all since 
they were being obtained from all over 
the globe. 

The bomb to be used was described 
by Admiral Parsons, as the Nagasaki 
‘type” bomb, ° 

Admiral Blandy revealed that in ad- 
dition to the regular personnel another 
Cmmittee would be appointed to advise 
on and appraise the test. This committee 
Will consist, he said, of two civilians, two 
Army officers, one being an air officer, 
ae two Navy officers, one of these also 
thes an air officer, and one member from 
€ Manhattan District.

Science, industry, and the military have 
combined their efforts and resources to 
give us world air supremacy, and a con- 
tinuation of the coalition of all three is 
an absolute prerequisite to future secur- 
ity. 

Une of the great military installations 
concerned with the development of mili- 
tary aircraft during the war, and with its 
perspective now focused on the future, is 
the Army Air Forces Center. The Center, 
with its AAF Board, AAF Proving 
Ground Command and AAF School, has, 


in conjunction with the Air Technical 
Service Command, written a story of 
progressive development of air power 


through combined and intensive scientific 
research. Industry, either separately or 
in union with the Air Technical Service 
Command, has developed and produced 
many types of standard military fighting 
aircraft. The step from blue-print to 
combat, however, was not accomplished 
by the wave of a magic wand. Many 
weeks and months of research and devel- 
opment with inspiration and perspiration 
were combined in the evolution of an idea 
from its inception to the creation of ua 
formidable weapon of the air. 

The Army Air Forces Center has been 
instrumental in each stage of develop- 
ment of military aircraft before their 
employment in a combat theater. Through 
its Proving Ground Command at Eglin 
Field, where new operational techniques 
and suitability tests are constantly being 
developed, the Center has stood firm in 
its belief that only through an unwaver- 
ing application in the field of testing can 


improvement be successfully achieved. 
Projects by the hundreds have been 
undertaken by the Army Air Forces 


Board, all directed at the development of 
new weapons or the improvement in the 
use and employment of existing ones. 
Conclusions and answers were reached in 
the laboratory and by actual test in the 
field under simulated combht conditions, 
These have been compiled, taught in the 
Army Air Forces School to those headed 
for combat, and forwarded to the theaters 
for further trial and use against the 
enemy. The theatres, in turn, constantly 
inquired of the Center and its subordinate 
units for assistance in their current com- 
bat problems—problems that could only 
be solved through the facilities and re- 
sources of the research laboratory. Many 
advances were thus achieved, in organiza- 
tion, tactics, and material, such as the 
development of a new formation for 
heavy bombers to combat the savage 
thrusts of the Luftwaffe in the early days 
of our air efforts against Germany. 

Good research laboratories, incorporat- 
ing both the field station and the test tube 
work bench, are a necessary adjunct to 
a smoothly operating war machine and 
an absolute necessity to a democratic na- 
tion whose natural inclinations are to- 
ward a relatively small armed force. 

No one will argue that an extensive re- 
search program is not a monetary burden 
on the country, but it can be better finan- 
cially endured than the cost of another 
war. We may never again have ‘the 
chance to arm while waiting for the 
enemy to strike, and the surest guarantee 
that no one will again dare to attack us 
is to remain strong in the only kind ‘of 
strength an aggressor can understand— 
military power kept at its peak through 
continued research. The problem is in 
our hands; we must attack it with vigor. 
Necessity has proved what can be accom- 
plished—our foresight and reason can 
analyze the needs of the future; our 
“Brains” must be encouraged and 
financed to pursue all fields of scientific 
research, bearing in mind the military ap- 
plication of each new discovery. To in- 
sure the future peace and welfare of man- 
kind, this country must maintain its pres- 
ent military and industrial position in 
the commonwealth of nations. To survive 
America must be strong. 
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Financial Digest 

President Truman, in his message on 
the State of the Union and Transmitting 
the Budget for 1947, delivered to Con- 
gress 21 Jan., states that any precise ap- 
praisal of the economic outlook at this 
time is particularly difficult. Certain 
tendencies are, however, he said, fairly 
clear and recognition of them should 
serve as background for the considera- 
tion of next year’s Federal program. 

The President sees an increase in civil- 
ian production and employment through- 
out the next year, with the chief worry 
still inflation. He emphasizes that while 
we control this inflation we must look 
forward to the time when the extra- 
ordinary demand wiil subside. 

“The best protection of purchasing 
power,” President Truman said,” is a 
policy of full production and full employ- 
ment opportunities.” 

“We are relying on all concerned,” he 
said, “to develop, through collective bar- 
gaining, wage structures that are fair to 
labor, allow for necessary business incen- 
tives, and conform with a policy to ‘hold 
the line’ on prices.” 

Warning against excesses, the Presi- 
dent said that if we take the right steps 
in time it will be possible to avoid an 
excess of booms and headlong depres- 
sions. One of the basic steps which the 
Congress can take to establish a high 
level of consumer income, the message 
states, is to amend the fair labor 
standards act to raise substandard wages 
to a decent minimum and extend similar 
protection to additional workers who 
are not covered by the present act. 
Lifting the basic minimum wage is neces- 
sary, he said, and will prove not only 
feasible but directly beneficial to the na- 
tion’s employers. 

In a statement submitted 28 Dec. in 
hehalf of General Motors Corporation be- 
fore the Fact-Finding Board in the Gen- 
eral Motors-UAW-CIO dispute, the stand 
taken by the Corporation may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

The company does not and will not 
plead inability to pay as a reason for 
rejecting any wage recommendation 
based on the customary tests applied to 
determine what is a fair and equitable 
wage.

which the Union proposes to measure 
ability to pay, involves forecasts, assump- 
tions, consumer demand both foreign and 
domestic, and uncertain variables as to 
material and labor costs, upon which the 
Fact-Finding Board could not competent- 
ly pass. The question of prices and prof- 
its which is involved in the Union demand 
that no applications be made for price 
relief must rest alone with OPA. The 
company submitted that any investiga- 
tion in this field would lead to the in- 
defensible result that neither party 
would be made aware of the evidence 
and calculations upon which the board 
predicated its findings, since it has been 
ruled that information as to prices, 
profits and ability to pay must be con- 
fidential. Such, the statement said, will 
produce a result not likely to promote 
confidence in the minds of the parties. 

Following the refusal of General 
Motors to participate further in the 
proceedings of the Fact-Finding Board, 
a statement setting forth the issue in- 
volved was made 30 Dec. by Alfred P. 
Sloan, jr., Chairman of General Motors, 
and C. E. Wilson, President. The state- 
ment summed up the issue in the ques- 
tion: “Is American business to continue 
to be based on free competition or is it 
to become socialized with all activities 
controlled and regimented *” 


Train PRO’s at Carlisle 

An Army Information School to train 
officers and enlisted men as specialists in 
Public Relations and in Information and 
Education duties will be established 
Wednesday, 23 Jan., at Carlisle Barracks, 
Pa. The first course will begin the latter 
part of February. 

Brig. Gen. Williston B. Palmer, former 
Commanding General of the VII Corps 
Artillery in the European Theater of 
Operation, is Commandant of the new 
school. 

The Medical Field Service School 
which is now located at Carlisle will be 
transferred to Fort Sam Houston, Texas. 
Activities of the Medical School will start 
at Fort Sam Houston, 15 Feb. 

The War Department has also under 
consideration the future transfer of one 
or more other service schools to Carlisle.

Merchant Marine 


Continuing the current Maritime Com- 
mission reorganization, Vice Admiral 
Emory S. Land, himself recently resigned, 
announced the resignation of Edward 
Macauley as Deputy Administrator of 
the War Shipping Administration effec- 
tive 15 Jan. Mr. Macauley will continue 
as Vice Chairman of the Commission, and 
is at present Acting Chairman of the 
Commission. 

Commissioner Macauley requested to be 
relieved of the responsibilities over all 
phases of seagoing personnel, which in- 
clude Recruitment and Manning, Train- 
ing, Labor Relations and all medical and 
health activities. Also included under 
Deputy Administrator Macauley’s juris- 
diction were the administration of Public 
Law 87, the Merchant Marine Decora- 
tions and Medals Board, membership on 
the Advisory Council Retraining and Re- 
employment Administration, and general 
supervision over all War Shipping Ad- 
ministration-United Seamen’s Service Ac- 
tivities. 

In his letter of resignation, Commis- 
sioner Macauley pointed out that the 
activities of the War Shipping Adminis- 
tration under his supervision are well on 
the way to dissolution, reduction, transfer 
or absorption by or amalgamation with 
the Maritime Commission. The Commis- 
sioner added that it was at his request 
that he was appointed Deputy War Ship- 
ping Administrator on 9 June 1942. 

The first offering of surplus jet pro- 
pelled’ steel fireboats to be sold to the 
public was announced on 21 January by 
the United States Maritime Commission. 
Sealed bids on the 26 fireboats recently 
declared surplus by the Navy will be 
opened at Commission offices on 6 Feb- 
ruary. 

The fireboats have a hull form similar 
to a flat bottom skiff, a square stern, a 
low deck house and a small forward cock- 
pit. The over-all length is 30 feet 6 inches, 
beam 10 feet 6 inches, draft 2 feet 6 
inches, and they are powered with a four 
cylinder Chrysler industrial engine, 28.35 
horsepower. 

As a means of aiding the acute housing 
facilities of Veterans entering college 
under the GI Bill of Rights, the United 
States Maritime Commission announced 
on 24 January that 983 marine tug deck 
cabins, originally costing the Government 
$1,800 each and recently declared surplus 
by the Army Transportation Corps, will 
be released for student veterans’ housing 
at the University of Alabama. 

The normal procedure would have 
-alled for the sale of these cabins at fixed 
prices, to tug operators, boat owners, or 
the public. 

The Maritime Commission has invited 
bids for construction of three fast 650- 
foot passenger liners for the American 
Export Lines, Inc. for the Mediterranean 
trade. The vessels planned are of the 
Maritime Commission type known as the 





P3-S2-DL1. They will carry 653 passep- 
gers and 13,600 long tons of cargo. Pow- 
ered by steam turbines normally devel- 
oping 37,000 horsepower and driving twin 
screws, they will have a speed of 22 knots. 


Adm. Towers to Washington 

Following a brief change of command 
ceremony aboard the battleship New Jer. 
sey, Admiral John H. Towers, the Navy's 
No. 1 airman is expected in Washington 
shortly to confer with Fleet Admiral] 
Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, before assuming command of the 

*acific Fleet and Pacific Ocean areas at 
Pearl Harbor on 1 Feb. 

Before leaving Tokyo for Washington, 
Admiral Towers revealed that demobiliza- 
tion has seriously decreased the efficiency 
of the United States Navy in the Pacific, 
but strong Fifth Fleet forces are operat- 
ing in Japanese waters and are ready for 
any emergency. Admiral Towers turned 
over command of the Fifth Fleet to Vice 
Admiral Frederick C. Sherman. 

It is understood that while in Wash- 
ington, Admiral Towers will discuss with 
Fleet Admiral Nimitz reduction of the 
naval force to 17,000 officers and enlisted 
men, exclusive of Marine Corps occupa- 
tion troops, now stationed in Japan. It 
is expected also that the discussions will 
include - for the construction of 
permanent garrisons on Pacific island 
bases, naval aspects of the atomic bomb 
tests which are to be conducted soon, and 
training when combatant vessels are re- 
leased from transportation service.

President Truman on 22 Jan. resub- 
mitted to the Senate the nominations of 
10 officers to be permanent major gen- 
erals in the Army and 26 to be permanent 
prigadier generals. Also resubmitted were 
the nominations of five major generals 
and 17 brigadier generals as extra num- 
pers in grade, they all being former pris- 
oners of the Japanese whom the Presi- 
dent would honor by giving the perma- 
nent generals grade on the retired list. 

All these nominations were originally 
submitted to Congress last October. How- 
ever, they had not been confirmed when 
the first session of Congress adjourned, 
and inasmuch as nominations die with 
each session it Was necessary to renomi- 
nate them. The nominations were not con- 
firmed because special legislation was re- 
quired to authorize some of them, legis- 
lation which the Senate passed at the 
last session but which has been held up 
in the House Military Affairs committee.

Ask Probe of Rapido Operation 


Members of the 36th Division, at a re- 
union held at Brownwood, Tex., 19 Jan., 
presented a resolution which was adopt- 
ed almost unanimously calling for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the Rapido 
River engagement in January, 1944, in 
which the division suffered heavy cas- 
ualties. 

Maj. Gen. Fred L. Walker, division 
commander at the time of the engage- 
ment, was present but refused to com- 
ment on the resolution in the preparation 
of which he said he had taken no part. 

The text of the resolution follows: 

“This is the eve of the second anniversary 
of the crossing of the Rapido River, a mili- 
tury undertaking that will go down in his- 
tory as one of the colossal blunders of the 
second world war. 

“The 141st and 143d Infantry regimental 
combat teams caught the brunt of this holo- 
ecaust. Every man connected with this un- 
dertaking knew it was doomed to failure be- 
cause it was an impossible situation. 

“This Rapido River was the main line of 
resistance. The German elements opposing 
the division had every foot of ground cov- 
er’d with fire, the high ground was all] held 
by Germans, and observation was perfect for 
them in directing the artillery fire. 

“Patrols had reported that these enemy 
positions were strongly hold, that the area 
was heavily mined on both sides of the river, 
and the German positions were wired and 
strongly fortified, and that the crossing was 
not tenable. 

“Notwithstanding this information (which 
was in the possession of the 5th Army com- 
mander), contrary to the repeated recom- 
mendations of the subordinate commanders, 
General Mark W. Clark ordered the crossing 
of the Rapido at s°veral points. 

“The results of this blunder are well 
known. The crossings were made under the 
most adverse conditions and required two 
nichts to get elements of the two combat 
teams across. 

“At daylight, the Germans shot the bridges 
out behind the 36th Division troops and be- 
gar a methodical destruction of our troops. 
The division suffered heavy casualties, 
amounting to approximately 2,000 men. 

“It was such a colossal failure that one of 
the regimental commanders commented as 
follows: ‘The river was strongly defended by 
a German force superior in numbers to our 
ettacking force. The first attack was made 
at night and was not successful. On the 
night before, the British attack of the south 
had failed. The last attack by my regiment 
was made in daylight and was more deci- 
sively unsuccessful than the first.’ 

“Losses from attacks of this sort are tre- 
mendous in man power and material and 
have a devastating effect upon those few 
troops who survive them, Officers and men 
lost in the Rapido River crossing cannot be 
replaced and the combat efficiency of a regi- 
ment is destroyed, 

“Be it resolved that the men of the 36th 
Division association petition the Con- 
gress of the United States to investigate the 
Rapido River fiasco and take the necessary 
steps to correct a military system that will 
permit an inefficient and inexperienced officer, 
such as General Mark W. Clark, in a high 
command to destroy the young manhood of 
this country and to prevent future soldiers 
being sacrificed wastefully and uselessly.” 

The resolution was read by Carl Phin- 
ney, former transportation officer of the 
division, and seconded by Maj. Gen. 
Claude V. Birkhead, former division com- 
mander, who returned to inactive status 
in 1942. 

Representative Rankin (D. Miss.) has 
urged Congress to investigate the engage- 
ment. Representative Jackson (D. 
Wush.) said that he had been informed 
by the War Department that orders for 
the attack did not originate with Gen- 
eral Clark. The orders, he said, came 
from General Sir Harold Alexander, 
British commander. 





Army-Navy Law Probe 
The Senate Judiciary committee this 
week recommended en inquiry into courts 
martial proceedures of the Army and 


Navy and into the administration of mar- 
tial law in Hawaii during the war. The 
investigation is expected to go into the 
structure of military law and courts mar- 
tial. 





Commo. Vardaman Appointed 

A veteran of both World Wars, Commo. 
James K. Vardaman, jr., USNR, has been 
nominated by President Truman for a 14- 
year term on the Federal Reserve Board 
of Governors. 

Commodore Vardaman has served as 
the President’s naval aide. Although of- 
ficially Commodore Vardaman is still on 
active duty with the Navy Department, it 
is understood that when the Senate ap- 
proves the nomination he will be relieved 
from active duty. 

Commodore Vardaman has been a close 
personal friend of the President since the 
early ’20’s when they attended annual en- 
campments at Fort Riley, Kans., as re- 
serve officers in the artillery in which 
both served during the First World War. 

Commodore Vardaman had a long 
background in the Army, with the Artil- 
lery Corps, having served with the 335th 
in France in the First World War. He 
became a lieutenant commander in the 
Naval Reserve in 1939. During a varied 
service with the Navy in the second 
World War, he was injured by an enemy 
shell explosion in Sicily, in July 1943, and 
was returned to the United States for hos- 
pitalization. 


New York Guard Officers 


At the recent convention of the New 
York Guard Association Col. Lawrence 
Beattie of the 51st Regiment of New York 
City was elected second vice president. 
Elected to the executive committee were 
Col. William A. Barry, colonel of the 3d 
Regiment at Syracuse and Col. W. Wood- 
ruff Chisum of the 15th Regiment of New 
York City. 
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Adm. Nimitz Stresses Sea-Power 

The complete impunity with which the 
*acific Fleet pounded Japan at point- 
blank range was the decisive factor in 
forcing the Japanese to ask the Russians 
to approach the United States for peace 
proposals in July of 1945, Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions asserted this week. 

Fleet Admiral Nimitz, speaking before 
a meeting of the National Geographic 
Society, at Washington, D. C., on 25 Jan. 
said that the atomic bomb merely has- 
tened a process already reaching an in- 
evitable conclusion, and reminded the 
group that even that bomb was delivered 
by seapower to an airplane on an island 
captured by seapower, which flew with 
fuel supplied by seapower. 

On America’s fighting teams, Admiral 
Nimitz said, General Eisenhower and Gen- 
eral MacArthur sought the counsel and 
advice of naval subordinates. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, he said, was a team of 
equals, where Army, Navy, and Air Force 
met, planned, discussed, weighed, and 
made decisions based on teamwork, free 
from domination of any one service. 








Reenlistment Change 

A War Department directive soon to be 
issued will extend to 1 July the deadline 
under which separated enlisted personnel 
of the Army may elect to reenlist at their 
present grade and pay. 

The present deadline is 1 Feb. and will 
be set forward to 1 July. The directive 
will probably be in the form of an amend- 
ment to War Department Circular 310, 

$45, which promulgated the original re- 
enlistment policy.
